The Camera’s Eye 


Polaroid and Godine Publishers are 
big names around town. And it’s un- 
usual for a photo show to get so much 
advance publicity — posters, flyers, 
mailings, champagne openings. Sur- 
prisingly, though, Rosamond Wolff Pur- 
cell’s exhibition at the Enjay Gallery, 35 
Lansdowne St. in the Back Bay, turns 
out to be a solid, unpretentious collec- 
tion of fascinating, if not always over- 
whelming, photographs. 

The hand of the Polaroid Corp. is 
everywhere. All of Purcell’s prints are 
from Land Film types 107 and 52, or 
enlargements from Land Film type 105, 
Polaroid’s newest and certainly most 
useful product, that yields both an ins- 
tant Polaroid contact positive and a 
printable negative. There are little signs 
among the pictures at Enjay explaining 
the technical details, what films were 
used, how the multiple images were pro- 
duced, etc. Purcell will conduct a day- 
long workshop in Polaroid materials and 
techniques at Enjay on Saturday June 
14. Enrollment is limited, there is a $15 
fee, and anyone interested in attending 


should call Enjay at 262-5725. 

The show contains pictures from Pur- 
cell's book, A Matter of Time, just pub- 
lished by Boston’s David R. Godine, 
($5.95 paper, $12.50 cloth). In the 
preface, Purcell explains that her pic- 
tures are not purposefully symbolic; her 
interests lie in spatial relationships, illu- 
sion and portraiture. She’s right. The 
theme of her exhibit is purely graphic. 
What makes this collection of prints 
interesting is her controlled and pro-

cine Mills, Wonder Woman is a multi- 
media work with a feminist point of 
view. Combining comedy, drama, elec- 
tronic music, modern dance and a light 
show, the play updates the 1941-vin- 
tage model of female strength and inde- 
pendence. Wonder Woman’s true love, 
Steve, is now a scientist instead of an 
Air Force officer, and the caped lady 
herself has buried the double standard. 
“I felt that their relationship was an im- 
portant element for the play to expand 
upon,” explains Cohn. “In the comic 
strip Steve appears boring, so we gave 
him a stronger identity. And in this ver- 
sion Wonder Woman doesn’t leave her 
homeland on Paradise Island to run 
away with Steve, but rather to develop 
her own potential in the real world.” 


Wonder Woman is subject to con- 
tractual agreements with the strip’s 
owner, National Publications, which has 
granted permission for the premiere. If 
the play is well received, the Creative 
Music Workshop will be able to pur- 
chase Wonder Woman’s theater rights 
and set up a resident show. 

Endorsed by Ms. magazine and sup- 
ported by a grant from the Massachu- 
setts Council on the Arts and Humanit- 
ies, Wonder Woman will be performed 
twice on Saturday at 2 and 8 p.m. Tic- 
kets are $2 for the matinee and $2.75 for 
the-evening show.

Back to Gerbils 


“People are calling us constantly,” 
says Dave Lass, owner of Big Fish Little 
Fish. ‘But there’s nothing we can do — 
there just aren’t any turtles to be had.” 
Alas, the pet turtle is no more — be- 
cause of a recent ruling of the Food and 
Drug Administration that bans the sale 
of the critters with shells less than four 
inches in length, as well as their fertile 
eggs. 

Americans are being deprived of one 
of their favorite household pets because 
turtles have been found to be signifi- 
cant carriers of salmonella bacteria, a 
strain that can be fatal to humans. The 
public health measure is specifically 
geared to protect children, who handle 
the turtles and invariably put their fin- 
gers in their mouths. 

“There’s been a battle raging be- 
tween the FDA and the Southern turtle 
farmers for over a year,” explains Lass.

ed for salmonella and then certified be- 
fore they could be shipped. We were sel- 
ling them like crazy, but this year we’re 
out of luck. The FDA has simply made 
them illegal.” 


Because turtle farming is a seasonal | 


business, most pet stores have been 
turtle-less since last summer. Those 
with remaining stock are permitted to 
sell the creatures until June 23 when the 
FDA ruling becomes official, prohibit- 
ing the shipment of turtles across state 
lines. Turtle farmers in Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi, Arkansas and Alabama (who 
have been the national suppliers) will be 
stuck with this spring’s annual crop. 
The FDA ruling will cramp the style 
of pet stores across the country, which 
sold about 13 million turtles last year for 
99 cents to $2.49 each. The only turtles 
exempt from the federal ban are those 
used for scientific, educational or exhi- 


bitional purposes.

Count Me Out 


Surprise! Pols Opt for Principles

The post-Watergate morality, as 
anyone who reads Op-Ed pages well 
knows, has wrought drastic changes in 
the American political rulebook. A new 
code of personal integrity and frankness 
has emerged, to the point that Nelson 
Rockefeller can openly don a Mickey 


- Mouse hat at the Naval Academy. Nor 
_are breaths of fresh political air lacking 
right here in “last hurrah” land. In fact, 


in just. this past week alone, two local 
politicians, in touching displays of self- 
sacrifice, carved out their own special 
niche of integrity in public service: they 
expressed their intention not to run for 
Mayor. In direct antithesis to the dis- 
plays of untempered ambition we have 
seen in the highest levels of govern- 
ment, Suffolk County Sheriff Thomas 
Eisenstadt and State Rep. Raymond 
Flynn undoubtedly moved many Bos- 
tonians deeply as both displayed their 
devotion to principle before personal ad- 
vancement. 

The principle, in the case of Eisen- 
stadt, was his belief that the incumbent 
must be defeated. Pausing between fork- 
fuls of Boston Finance Commission-cer- 
tified artichoke hearts, the Sheriff, in a 
dazzling display of ethics and logic, an- 
nounced he would abandon his cam- 


paign to move from the courthouse to. 


City Hall. Apparently his move last year 
from Jamaica Plain to the official sher- 
iff’s residence was enough to satisfy his 
penchant for interior decorating: ‘“‘My 
primary purpose in announcing my can- 
didacy was not to further any personal 
ambition to be mayor,” he said. “It was 
my belief at the time that I was the only 
possible candidate that could put an end 
to the White administration. Now I am 
dropping out because I:feel Kevin White 


can be defeated without. my assuming 
the office of mayor, which I don’t want 
to assume.”’ To top that off, Eisenstadt, 
obviously grappling with the sticky 
moral questions so much a part of poli- 
tics in the ’70s, scunledek “T feel it 
would be unethical to run for an office I 
don’t want to hold.” 


Rep. Flynn, the former basketball star 
who'd been bouncing around the race for 
two months, had not quite reached the 
Sheriff's height of personal forbearance 
when he dropped his hints of aban- 
doning the campaign in favor of his true 
love: fighting busing. “‘I would love to be 
mayor,” conceded Flynn, “‘but I’m more 
committed to the philosophy of the anti- 
busing movement and to the rights of 
the parents rather than my personal 
ambition to be mayor of Boston.” 
Flynn’s devotion to the anti-busing 
movement is especially heart-warming 
in light of the fact that the anti-busers, 
who first pushed his candidacy, no 
longer support it. Presumably this no 
more influenced him to declare his un- 
dying feelings about school transporta- 
tion than did the fact that some 300 
Flynn requests for campaign contribu- 
tions resulted in a net loss of $900. No 
one questions Ray Flynn’s fund-raising 
efforts. 


One wonders whether this apparent 
fad favoring principle over politics 
might spread. Kevin White, for exam- 
ple, could withdraw, citing his devotion 
to the study of Cape Cod beaches. But 
even if the trend does not continue, two 
politicians, at least, have set a new 
standard of post-Watergate morality: 
they have had the foresight to realize 
they can best serve the public by not 
running for office. 


Shifting Sights 
From Indochina 
Back to A-Bombs

Several generations of Americans 
have come to identify the cause of peace 
with the ending of the war in Indochina. 
But the modern American peace move- 
ment came into being in the 1950s, upon 
the realization of the awful dangers im- 
plicit in the very existence of nuclear 
weapons. 

After all, there was nothing new in US 


_military intervention in the affairs of 


other countries on the side of dictator- 
ships and authoritarian regimes. One of 
the main factors that shifted the grow- 
ing peace movement away from preoc- 
cupation with matters like the testing of 
nuclear weapons was the fear that the 
Indochina intervention could ve er 
nuclear war among the USA, the USSR 
and China. 

The peace movement wanted a halt in 
the arms race by all nuclear powers 
because all-out nuclear war could kill all 
humans and perhaps make the planet 
uninhabitable. Now that the Vietnam 
war is over, nuclear disarmament 
becomes again the first priority. 

The US alone has 30,000 nuclear 
weapons. Twenty-two thousand are con- 
sidered tactical (shorter range) and 8000 
are considered strategic weapons (longer 
range). The Soviet Union has 2800 
strategic weapons. Since mid-1973 the 
US has deployed almost three times as 
many new strategic nuclear weapons as 
the Soviet Union. France and China also 
have minor nuclear capabilities and a 
number of other countries are in various 
stages of developing nuclear arsenals. 

Thousands of US tactical nuclear 
weapons are widely dispersed — in 
Europe, Asia, the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans. This creates an impossible com- 
mand and control problem. The 
likelihood.is great that an exchange of 
tactical nuclear weapons would escalate 
into a full-scale nuclear war. There is 
grave danger of theft, terrorism and ac- 
cident. 

No coherent doctrine for using these 
nuclear weapons exists. As Morton 
Halperin, former Deputy Assistant 
Secretary of Defense, recently put it in 
The Defense Monitor (a bulletin and the 
source of much of this material): ‘The 
NATO doctrine is that we will fight with 
conventional forces until we are losing, 
then we fight with tactical nuclear 
weapons until we are losing, and then we 
will blow up the world.” 

Many people comfort themselves by 
saying that nuclear weapons have not 
been used since Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki in 1945. But if they were used 
once, they can be used again. If they ex- 
ist, they are likely to be used. It takes 
only one time, so there is a single sane 
course for the human race: total 
elimination of nuclear weapons. 

That is the next task of the peace 
movement.

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Testing Busing Court: 
FinCom Says the City Pay for

Boston Mayor Kevin White — who last 
December okayed a $100,000 no-bid con- 
tract that used city funds to pay legal fees 
of a group opposed to the school busing 
plan — has since ignored strong objec- 
tions to that contract from the watchdog 
Boston Finance Commission. 

The objections were raised in a March 
26 letter to White by then-FinCom chair- 
man Ralph Fine, who warned the Mayor 
that any payments made under the con- 
tract ‘“‘would be preventable under a tax- 
payers’ suit.” 

Under the contract, approved by White 
December 12, the city has already paid 
$65,000 to the State Street law firm of 
Choate, Hall and Stewart for represent- 
ing the Boston Home and School Asso- 
ciation, a parents’ and teachers’ group 
similar to the PTA. In its most recent 
court actions, the Association has ap- 
pealed the Phase Two busing plan and 
has also asked for a delay in its execution. 

In addition to his strong recommenda- 
tion against the city’s contract with the 
law firm, Fine in his March 26 letter ob- 
jected to the Home and School Associa- 
tion’s longstanding practice of using 
School Department space, telephones and. 
employees. 

Calling the Home and School group “a 
private, unincorporated association,” 
Fine wrote White: “It is a well-estab- 
lished rule that public property, public 
funds and the services of public employ- 
ees cannot be diverted to private use, no 
matter how worthy that use may be... . 

“We conclude. . . that the City may not 
award a contract to Choate, Hall and 
Stewart to provide legal services to the 
Boston Home and School Association,” 
the letter continued. ‘In our opinion, even 
if such an agreement were made, any pay- 
ments resulting from it would be pre- 
ventable by a taxpayers’ suit. We further 
conclude that the Boston Home and 
School Association has no right to free 
space and telephone service in the School 
Department’s Administration building at 
15 Beacon Street, and has no right to the 
services of municipal employees. In this 
regard, we note that one of the (two) em- 
ployees fills a Civil Service position and 
her assignment to a private organization 
appears to be in violation of Civil Service 
law.” 

Fine concluded the letter with recom- 
mendations that Home and School be 
“notified immediately” that it must pay 
its own legal fees, that School Depart- 
ment employees assigned to it be reas-

signed elsewhere, and that the group’s use 
of space at 15 Beacon Street be “‘termin- 
ated forthwith.” 

Barry Brooks, a spokesman for the 
mayor, said last Friday that White was 
out of town, and referred all questions to 
Herbert W. Gleason, the ‘city’s Corpora- 
tion Counsel. “This is a legal matter that 
rightfully belongs to the city’s top, law- 
yer,” said Brooks. 

In a phone interview, Gleason termed 
the FinCom’s objections to the contract 
“erroneous.” 

“The conclusion (in Fine’s letter) ne- 
cessarily follows from the assumption that 


he makes that the Home and School As- 
sociation is a private group,” said Glea- 
son. “We think that’s erroneous. Since 
1917, I believe, the Home and School As- 
sociation has has its expenses paid by the 
School Committee. 

“IT think you would find those who 
would argue that an organization in the 
nature of a PTA should be independent 
for it to be effective,” Gleason continued. 
“But Boston hasn’t had an independent 
PTA, it’s always been a company union, 
and that’s the way it’s been, lo these 
many years.” 

Gleason said that, on his reeommenda- 


tion, the mayor approved the contract 
with Choate, Hall and Stewart on De- 
cember 12, just three days after it had 
been forwarded to the FinCom for re- 
view. (FinCom examines all no-bid city 
contracts over $2000 and makes recom- 
mendations on them that are generally 
heeded by City Hall.) Gleason said that 
on December 27 the City Council ap- 
proved a transfer of $100,000 to the city 
Law Department’s budget to handle the 
contract, and that to date the city has 
paid the law firm $64,926. 

“T was surprised to get the (FinCom) 
letter because I had discussed the matter 
with Ralph Fine in December,” added 
Gleason. “At that time, I understood him 
to say he had no objection to the con- 
tract.” 

Fine, who resigned as FinCom Chair- 
man May 31 to serve as publisher of the 
Real Paper, said last week that he did dis- 
cuss the matter with Gleason, in a De- 
cember phone conversation. 

“T told him off the top of my head that I’ 
didn’t see any reason to object to it (the 
contract),”’ said Fine, “but I hadn’t re- 
ceived their written request at that 
time... 

“As far as I’m concerned,” he said, 
“from a legal standpoint the objections in 
Dy [March 26] letter I believe to be val- 
id. 

The attorney who handles the Home 
and School case for Choate, Hall and 
Stewart said last week that he found Fin- 
Com’s objections to the contract “ridicu- 
lous.” 

“T have no reaction to it but to think it’s 
ridiculous,” said Thayer Fremont-Smith, 
a partner in the firm. “‘Whoever wrote the 
letter didn’t have his facts. 

“FinCom’s question about us was en- 
tirely misinformed because they didn’t 
bother to look at our {the Home and 
School] constitution, which says we’re a 
part of the School Department,”’ he said. 

Fremont-Smith said that his firm had 
not kept all of the $65,000 which it has 
been paid by the city. He said that part of 
the money had gone to a number of con- 
sultants and busing experts working with 
him, including Phillip Kurland of the 
University of Chicago, Nathan Kantro- 
witz of Kent State and Nathan Glazer of 
Harvard. 

Fremont-Smith said that his firm is be- 
ing paid “considerably less than the nor- 
mal rates” and that he expects to bill the 
city for about $75,000 of the $100,000 
which the contract allows. The contract

‘Home and School Must Pay 


The text of the March 26 letter from 
FinCom chairman Ralph Fine to Mayor 
White follows: 


We have reviewed the December 9, 1974 
requést by Corporation Counsel, Herbert 
Gleason, for your permission to award a 
contract without public advertising in an 
amount not to exceed $100,000 to the law 
firm of Choate, Hall and Stewart, to pro- 
vide the Boston Home and School Asso- 
ciation with representation in federal 
court. We have delayed submitting our 
comments to you until we had received 
- additional information from Mr. Gleason 
upon the relationship of the Boston Home 
and School Association to the School 
Department. 

The Boston Home and School Associa- 
tion is a private, unincorporated associa- 
tion composed of teachers, parents and 
guardians of children attending the Bos- 
ton Public Schools. It is supported in part 
by dues paid by its members. According 
to its own literature the Association has 
been in existence, in one form or another, 
since the early part of this century. Mr. 
Gleason has called to our attention a men- 
tion of the Association in the March 22, 
1917, Minutes of the Boston School Com- 
mittee, which is as follows: 


On motion of the Superintendent, it 
was ORDERED, That the School 
Committee hereby approves of the or- 
ganization of home and school asso- 
ciations in all districts and herewith 
assigns the Director of the Extended 
Use of the Public Schools to promote 


the organization and development of 
such associations.. 


Upon the facts presented it would clear- 
ly be just as improper for the City to pro- 
vide the Boston Home and School Asso- 
ciation. with free legal services as it would 
be to provide such services to any other 
private individual or association. How- 
ever, it is Mr. Gleason’s view that the 
Association is entitled to legal services 
provided by the City, because the Asso- 
ciation is already the recipient of public 
support by the School Department. He 
claims, and our inquiries have con- 
firmed, that the Association is provided 
free office space and telephone service in 
the School Department’s Administration 
building at 15 Beacon Street and also re- 
ceives the full time services of two School 
Department employees. 


It is a well established rule that public 
property, public funds and the services of 
public employees cannot be diverted to 
private use, no matter how worthy that 
use may be. In those instances in which 
the Legislature has chosen to make pub- 
lic property available for use by private 
organizations it has authorized such use 
by statute. See for example, G.L. c. 8, s. 
17. Because the Boston Home and School 
Association is presently the recipient of 
public support we have examined the 
General Laws and Special Acts affecting 


the powers of the School Committee for a , 


justification or rationale for such sup- 
port. We can find no such justification. 
As we have mentioned earlier the Asso-

ciation is unincorporated and private. It 
has never been designated by the Legis- 
lature as being a public or even quasi pub- 
lic agency. Moreover, the School Com- 
mittee has never been delegated the auth- 
ority to make such a designation or to in- 
vest private organizations with School 
Department responsibilities. And al- 
though we have made no search of the leg- 
al authority of other agencies of the City 
to make such designations we have no 
reason to believe that they exist or that 
they were ever exercised with respect to 
the Boston Home and School Associa- 
tion. 

We note that the 1917 vote of the Bos- 
ton School Committee “assigns the Di- 
rector of the Extended Use of the Public 
Schools to promote the organization and 
development” of the Association. It ap- 
pears from this wording that the School 


Committee may have been relying upon . 


its authority, granted under St. 1912, c. 
195, as amended by St. 1916, c. 86, to al- 
low individuals and associations to use 
school property for civic and other pur- 
poses. These statutes are still in force and 
later statutory authorizations for approp- 
riations by the School Committee for 
school purposes permits the use of school 
property by individuals and associations 
only in accordance with the 1912 and 1916 
statutes. See St. 1948, c. 334, s. 1. It 
should be noted that the 1912 and 1916 
statutes both permit the use of school 
property ‘for the purpose of promoting 
the usefulness of the public school prop- 
erty of the City of Boston” provided that 


“such use shall not interfere or be incon- 
sistent with the use of the premises for 
school purposes.”’ This statutory purpose 
clearly does not include the permanent 
use by private organizations of the School 
Department’s administrative office quart- 
ers. Moreover, it does not even arguably. 
authorize the lending of School Depart- 
ment employees or the provision of free 
legal counsel to a private organization. 

We conclude, therefore, that the City 
may not award a contract to Choate, Hall, 
and Stewart, to provide legal services to 
the Boston Home and School Associa- 
tion. In our opinion, even if such an agree- 
ment were made, any payments resulting 
from it would be preventable by a tax- 
payers’ suit. We further conclude that the 
Boston Home and School Association has 
no right to free space and telephone ser- 
vice in the School Department’s Admin- 
istration building at 15 Beacon Street, 
and has no right to the services of muni- 
cipal employees. In this regard, we note 
that one of the employees fills a Civil Ser- 
vice position and her assignment to a pri- 
vate organization appears to be in viola- 
tion of Civil Service law. 

We recommend that the Boston Home 
and School Association be notified im- 
mediately that it must pay its own attor- 
neys’ fees. We also recommend that 
School Department employees presently 
assigned to the Association be reassigned 
to School Department functions and that 
the use by the Association of space in the 
School Department’s Administration 
building be terminated forthwith.

In January, 1974, Time maga- 
zine named the Boston Globe as 
one of America’s 10 best daily 
newspapers. Four months later, 
as luck would have it, /MORE], 
a New York-based journalism re- 
view, named the Boston Herald 
American as one of the nation’s 
10 worst. These choices, if accu- 
rate, would certainly seem to 
point out an enormous quality- 
gap between the city’s only sur- 
viving daily papers. But the 
picks were arbitrary, to be sure, 
reflecting as much as anything 
the prejudices of those making 
them — and anyway, some of the 
arguments upon which both 
choices were based are no longer 
valid. 

“The Globe is known as ‘a 
writer’s paper,’”’ opined Time, 
“‘permissively edited, and al- 
lowing a variety of tone and ap- 
proach. In George Frazier, whose 
columns are a, continuing tirade 


against lapses in taste, morals 
and common sense, it has one of 
the few genuine eccentrics left in 
daily journalism.” Sadly, Fra- 
zier is no longer with us and the 
Globe’s attempts at producing 
another provocative, ‘‘must- 
read” local columnist have failed

miserably. And because of the 
tortuous, complicated system of 
editors and memos instituted at 


the Globe by Bob Phelps, late of 


the New York Times, it is no 
longer correct to call it a ‘“writ- 
er’s paper,” either. In terms of 
control and — almost — in terms 
of numbers, it is now inarguably 
an “editor’s paper’? — and 
more’s the pity. 

Across town, the changes are 
also becoming dramatic — and 
the most stunning was the re- 
cent Hearst Corporation deci- 
sion to bring in as publisher one 
Robert Bergenheim, an outsider 
who is primarily a newsman, not 
a businessman. Bergenheim

Now 
that the Monitor, somewhat 
ironically, is a tabloid (they pre- 
fer to say ‘“‘compact’’) and the lo- 
cal Hearst effort is a full-sized 
parody of the defunct Herald 
Traveler, Bergenheim is back in 
Boston, sitting in a modestly 
paneled executive office on Har- 
rison Avenue and extolling the 
virtues of the unlikely hybrid 
that is now his to make or break. 

Does he really think the paper 
can be turned around? 

“I don’t think it’s a question of 
‘turning around’ ” is his quickly 
defensive response. “I don’t 
think there’s any question that 
the Globe has been recognized as 
a good newspaper — which it is 
— but I also think the Herald

“We are having a survey made 
of this entire marketplace, not 
just our own paper,” said Herald 
Publisher Robert Bergenheim. 
“This will be of the total city. 
This will be what people think of 
the Globe, what they think is 
good about it and what they 
don’t like. It will also be what 
they think about the Phoenix, 
the Real Paper and the Patriot 
Ledger. And what non-readers 
say it would take to get them 
back into the marketplace.” 


Bergenheim also stressed that 

“key people from editorial” 
would figure prominently in both 
formulating the questions and 
analyzing the survey results. 

“It’s not going to be a study 
done by an outside group that’s 
going to come in here and drop 
the results on our desks and say, 
‘Here it is,’ Bergenheim vow- 
ed. He said he had ‘‘deliberate- 
ly’ set up a task force that, he 
said, contains ‘‘a cross-section of 
people in editorial” to work on 
the survey. 

“T think the trick of it — if it’s 
a trick — is involvement,” he 
said. He claimed that the more 
he gets “our own people’’ ex- 


cited and interested in the news- 
paper, “the better the product is 
going to be.” 


Bergenheim’s comments came 
in a Boston Phoenix article 
which according to unnamed 
sources, was cleverly disguised 
as a Herald American front page. 

Bergenheim is rumored to be 
hoping that the survey results 
will tell him how his paper — ru- 
mored to appeal primarily to the 
“senior citizen set” — can be 
changed so as to attract “‘to- 
day’s youth.” 

“What about the kids on cam- 
pus?’’ he wants to know. 


A spokesman for college stu- 
dents agreed.

Pork Barrel Politics 

While President Ford has been travel- 
ing around urging support for an increas- 
ed Pentagon budget, Congress has lent 
him a hand by defeating a measure that 
would have trimmed current US overseas 
troop commitments by 70,000 men. House 
Majority Leader Thomas P. ‘‘Tip” 
O’Neill was a key figure in killing the bill, 
even though he had proposed an almost 
identical decrease last year. But in the 
wake of the fall of Indochina, he said, the 
troop cut “comes at the wrong time.” 
Congressman Paul Tsongas was the only 
member of the eastern Massachusetts de- 
legation to vote with “Tip.” 

O’Neill’s view is contested by left-lib- 
eral groups around the state. Bob Schaef- 
fer, the national affairs director of Citi- 
zens for Participation in Political Action, 
said, “The defeat of this bill shows the 
need for continued vigilance by the peace 
forces to make sure the lessons of Viet- 
nam are learned. This is the right, not the 
wrong, time for a reassessment.’’ 
(O’Neill’s address is 2231 Rayburn Bldg., 
and Tsongas’s is 419 Cannon Bldg., both 
in Washington, DC 20515.) 


_ Trustee Target 

About 30 members of the Boston Puer- 
to Rican Solidarity Committee demon- 
strated on June 2 at the MIT graduation 
ceremonies to protest a speech given by 
Luis Ferre, an MIT trustee, former Gov- 
ernor of Puerto Rico, and owner of the 
Puerto Rican Cement Company, whose 


400 workers have been on strike for over - 


four months. According to the Solidarity 
Committee, Ferre has refused to negoti- 
ate with the strikers, who are demand- 
ing, in addition to higher wages, that they 
not be forced to work up to 80 hours a 
week, 

Himself a graduate, Ferre is a member 
of the wealthiest and most powerful fam- 
ily in Puerto Rico. According to the Mia- 


mi Herald, he launched his business car-_ 


eer by purchasing the Puerto Rican Ce- 
ment Company in 1950 with a multi-mil- 
lion dollar loan from the Chase Manhat- 
tan Bank. Along with his brothers and 
sons (one of whom studied at Boston Uni- 
versity), he owns numerous Puerto Rican 
banks, 15 casinos and a variety of proper- 
ties in the Miami region. His brother 
Maurice, a director of Miami’s largest 
bank, the First National, was also Hu- 
bert Humphrey’s Florida campaign man- 
ager in 1968. 

Professional strikebreakers from Se- 
curity Associates, Inc. have been hired by 
Ferre to deal with the cement workers, ac- 
cording to the Boston Solidarity Com- 
mittee, and Claridad, a Puerto Rican pro- 
independence newspaper, reports that 
this firm has gained access to FBI files. 
The strike is becoming a significant ef-

fort on the part of pro-independence wor- 
kers against the influential Ferre, linked 
through a network of ties to US business 
and political interests.

Farmworkers 

A new law passed by the California le- 
gislature, that goes into effect in late Au- 
gust, has moved the union battle be- 
tween the Teamsters and the United 
Farm Workers into a new arena. The bill 
sets up procedures for supervised elec- 
tions, and it is expected that the UFW 
will challenge all of what they say are 

‘sweetheart’ contracts between the 
Teamsters and growers. 

Meanwhile, the New England UFW of- 
fice asks consumers to continue boycot- 
ting non-UFW grapes, lettuce and Gallo 
wine. “Until the new law goes into ef- 
fect,” its statement reads, ‘the boycott is 
necessary to assure that growers comply 
with the mechanism for secret ballot el- 
ections the law contains. A continued 
boycott will also forestall the signing of 
additional ‘sweetheart’ contracts.’ The 
boycott will also be vital after the law is 
enacted and elections held. In the past, 
some employers, both industrial and ag- 
ricultural, have refused to negotiate con- 
tracts with a union which has won an el- 
ection. Unless the workers have the eco- 
nomic tools to pressure growers into sign- 
ing contracts, winning contracts and gain- 
ing recognition under the law have little 
meaning.” 

UFW supporters’ concern has been 
heightened by the arrival of California 
grapes in Boston this week. Also, accor- 
ding to Susan Abrams, press director of 
the New England UFW office, some Bos- 
ton area liquor store owners are using the 
California legislation as a justification for 
restocking Gallo wines. 

The Gallo Winery has issued a state- 
ment that claims, “The continuation of 
this boycott is immoral, cannot help farm 
workers, and only serves the cynical self- 
interest of the UFW.” The sole distribu- 
tor of Gallo products in metropolitan Bos- 
ton, the Pappas Company, has unsuc- 
cessfully tried to block local boycott ef- 
forts in the courts. One of the Pappas bro- 
thers, Thomas, worked closely with the 
Greek junta and, reportedly, with the

Red Sox 
‘PR man Bill Crowley’s argument that all 
the equipment would disrupt things 
might have been valid, but when Crow- 
ley would not even let O’Connell into the 
room without the cameras to sit quietly in 
the corner and observe (as reporters from 
the Globe and Herald American were al- 
lowed to do), O’Connell understandably 
felt the sting of discrimination. 

So later, while interviewing Sullivan 
about the team’s first draft pick, O’Con- 
nell (as Crowley later put it in typical 
‘baseball PR jargon) “threw him a curve” 
by asking Sullivan, point blank, why he 
had been barred from the proceedings. 
Sullivan hemmed and hawed and looked 
foolish and, as the interview ended (but 
with the camera still rolling), Crowley de- 
clared, ‘“‘That’s the last time you'll get a 
shot like that, O’Connell. Believe it. Be- 
lieve it!” 

Channel 5 aired the entire film, includ- 
ing Crowley’s remark at the end, and 
viewer reaction was so strong that Guy 
Maniella’s WBZ sports talk show was 
flooded with irate callers protesting the 
Red Sox’s treatment of O’Connell. 


Crowley said he was caught by surprise 
— “that’s why you heard my voice on the 
end of the damn thing”’ — and, asked why 
he had refused to let O’Connell in with- 
out his cameras, he conceded, “I was get- 
ting a little hot under the collar at this 
point, I'll be frank.” Crowley insisted, 
though, that it would have been useless 
anyway, “because without his camera and 
film he can’t function,” and that then the 
30-odd other newsmen at Fenway Park for 
that afternoon’s game would have wanted 
to crowd into the small office. 

‘They should have either let everyone 
in or no one,” countered O’Connell. ‘‘You 
don’t let two guys in and no one else. They 
just set-the thing up poorly.”’ But he 
doubted that Crowley was serious about 
his threat to deny O’Connell interviews 
with Sox brass in the future. 

But Crowley may be sticking some- 
what to his guns. “O’Connell won’t get 
any special privileges around here again,” 
he said. “He'll get the chance to inter- 
view anybody that anybody else inter- 
views — no more.”’ The Red Sox may be 
on top of their division in the majors — 
but their front office is still bush.

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Taking the Duke’s Welfare Cuts to Court

When Gov. Michael S. Duka- 
kis revealed his intentions earl- 
ier this spring to cut the state 
welfare program by more than 
$300 million, the House chair- 
man of the Human Services 
Committee, David J. Mofenson 
of Newton, described the pro- 
posal as “‘one third immoral, one 
third illegal and one third 
federal.” No one having per- 
suaded the Governor to alter his 
position during the last two 
months, a coordinated legal 
counter-offensive is now taking 
shape. It is aimed at those 
aspects of Dukakis’s plan that 
are believed to be illegal or un- 
constitutional. 

The legal challenges will take 
the form of lawsuits in state and 
federal courts to enjoin the ad- 
ministration from carrying out 
its plans to terminate the spec- 
ial and initial needs programs, to 
kick at least 18,000 so-called 
“employable” persons off the 
general relief roles, to prevent a 
cost-of-living increase to 80,023 
elderly, 40,216 disabled and 2994 
blind public assistance recip- 
ients, and to withhold for other 
purposes millions of dollars ap- 
propriated by the Legislature for 
various human services. Along 
with pending action in the 
Legislature itself to seek a state 
Supreme Judicial Court ruling 
on the constitutionality of 
Dukakis’s initiatives, the plann- 
ed suits, taken together, will 
allege denial of equal protection 
to all needy persons under the 
14th Amendment to the US Con- 
stitution, disregard of the will of 
the legislative branch, and il- 
legal executive actions. 

“The question is, Can he get 
away with it?’’ said one attorney 
for the Boston Legal Assistance 
Project (BLAP), which is in the 


forefront of the impending legal 
battle. 

“In its totality, Dukakis’s 
welfare program represents a 
radically new concept in public 
assistance. Until now, welfare 
has said, ‘“‘We will provide to all 
the people in need, whatever the 
cost,” observed Ken Neiman of 
Holyoke, an attorney for Wes- 
tern Massachusetts Legal Ser- 
vices. ‘‘Under the new concept of 
welfare, Dukakis is saying we are 
not going to provide for all the 
people in need. There are some 
people we are just going to ig- 
nore. Who gets ignored depends 
on how they redefine their 
programs and how much money 
they want to spend.” 

But it is not the philosophical 
underpinnings of the program 
that will be challenged in court, 
though they, of course, are con- 
sidered the ultimate target. 
Instead, BLAP lawyers who have 
been studying the day-to-day 
workings of the Dukakis regime 
will charge it with various viola- 
tions of legally required admin- 
istrative procedures in its effort 
to implement the new social 
programs (or non-programs, as 
the case may be). 

Here are the major issues like- 
ly to end up in court sometime 
this summer: 1) Can the Gover- 
nor, in an effort to save $27.5 
million, decide, as a simple 
matter of policy, to renege on an 
apparent statutory commit-. 
ment to pay the blind, elderly 
and disabled an 11 percent cost- 
of-living increase? 2) Can the 
Governor refuse to spend another 
$30 to $40 million appropriated 
primarily for human services? 3) 
Can Welfare Commissioner Jer- 
ald L. Stevens shut down various 
special and initial needs 
programs by issuing internal of- 
fice memoranda ordering that no

more funds be transferred to the 
accounts? 

What is believed to be the 
strongest legal case against the 
administration involves Duka- 
kis’s decision that the state can- 
not afford — and therefore will 
not pay — the cost-of-living in- 
crease to the blind, elderly and 
disabled despite a law, Chapter 
1210 of the Acts of 1973, which 
states explicitly that these 
recipients “shall,” not “may,” 
receive a boost in their assis- 
tance payments equal to the an- 
nual rise in the cost-of-living as 
defined by the rise in the federal 
consumer price index. That was 
11 percent last year and, under 
the law, is owed to the 123,000 
recipients as of July 1 — the 
start of the new fiscal year. 

But even though the Gover- 
nor’s chief counsel, Daniel 
Taylor, has advised Dukakis 
that the cost-of-living must be 
paid unless the Legislature votes 
to repeal or suspend the law, the 
recipients will not get their cost- 
of-living raise on July 1. Nor will 
thay get it August 1, nor, in all 
likelihood, on September 1. In 


fact, correspendence between 
Human Services Secretary Lucy 
Benson and Sen. Jack H. Back- 
man, the Legislature’s leading 
welfare advocate, indicates that 
the administration has decided 
to forestall paying the cost-of- 
living as long as possible. Such a 
policy could put-off the first in- 
crease until well into 1976. 

But because of the wording of 
the law — which does not make 
the raises subject to appropria- 
tion by the Legislature — and 
the methods used by the 
Dukakis administration to evade 
it, Attorney Mitch Greenwald, 
representing a group of recip- 
ients in a class-action suit, is 
preparing to seek an injunction, 
probably in federal court, 
against the delaying (in)action. 

“It is clear to me that he 
[Dukakis] has been acting for 
months in very much the way 
Richard Nixon was acting,” said 
Greenwald. “I’m sure a court 
will see it that way, and if that’s 
true, Dukakis will be left with 
his pants down.” The suit is ex- 
pected to be filed soon after July 
1, when the first checks will 


arrive without the cost-of-living 
raise. 

A close look at how Dukakis 
was able to block the raises 
without the Legislative approval 
even his own counsel said was 
necessary reveals the causes of 
Greenwald’s anger. Under a

when it is due. In early February, 
Walter W. Mode, regional head 
of the Social Security Admin- 
istration, wrote a letter to 
Secretary Benson reminding her 
of the lead-time required to re- 
program the computers. The 
response from the state came on 
Feb. 24 in a letter from Assistant 
Welfare Commissioner Sumner 
Hoisington to Bettye L. Collins, 
the regional planning officer for 
the Supplemental Security In- © 
come (SSI) program, whose com- 
puter prints and processes the 
checks. It is this letter, and the 
policy decision it represents, 
that have become central to the 
entire issue. 

In the letter Hoisington wrote: 
“As you [Miss Collins] are aware 
there is considerable discussion 
on these issues at the present 
time and I do not expect that 
there will be a final decision by 
March 1. It will serve no useful 
purpose for me to speculate on 
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~the likelihood of one decision 
versus another since my final 
decision on this issue will involve 
both the executive and legisla- 
tive branches of our state govern- 
ment. 

’ “Be assured that you will be 
notified as soon as possible once 
a decision has been reached and 
until such time no changes 
should. be made in the current 
standards for either optional or 
mandatory SSI recipients” 
(italics added). 


The SSI section in HEW took 
Hoisington at his word and did 
nothing to its computer, there- 
by insuring that the cost-of-liv- 
ing would be absent when the 
July checks were sent out. “We 
really couldn’t change the com- 
puter,” explained a spokesman 
for Collins. ‘“‘The state would 
have to tell us what the new pay-

Hoisington said he was not 
directly ordered by Benson or the 
governor (there was no welfare 
commissioner at the time) to 
send the letter, but that his un- 
derstanding of the policy estab- 
lished by both of them deter- 
mined his action.

seriously-considered a suit at the 
time of the letters, but we held 
off since the political situation 
was so fluid. What he [Hoising- 
ton] should have done is tell 
HEW that the law requires the 
raise, so do it [reprogram the 
computer] unless I inform you 
otherwise.” 

The computer still hasn’t been 
changed and, according to a 
letter from Secretary Benson to 
Backman last week, the order to 
recompute will not be issued un- 
til next year’s budget is signed — 
which could be as late as 
November.

here is money appropriated for 
various human service programs. 

BLAP has produced a legal 
brief on this issue contending 
that impoundment by-the Gov- 
ernor ‘“‘is tantamount to a un- 
ilateral executive transfer of 
funds between appropriation ac- 
counts. Such de facto executive 
transfer... subverts the pur- 
pose and policy behind the Su- 
preme Judicial Court’s absolute 
prohibition against unilateral 
executive transfer of appro- 
priated funds between different 
accounts. 

“Even assuming... that the 
executive had some discretion to 
impound appropriated funds, he 
cannot impound funds for rea- 


sons unrelated to achieving the. 


substantive purpose of the part- 
icular appropriations in- 
volved... [and] it seems ob- 
vious that the impoundments 
have exactly the opposite ef- 
fect.” 

Dukakis’s chief counsel Tay- 


lor challenges this opinion, in- 


sisting that “under these cir- 
cumstances. . . where the state is 
near insolvency, I think he [the 
Governor] believes he has a re- 
sponsibility under the law to see 
if there can’t be savings in the 
form of reversions — authorized 
appropriations that aren’t 
spent.” Taylor, it would seem, is 
expressing a pragmatic, not a le- 
gal, justification for the im- 
poundment. This, responded 
BLAP attorney Gershon M. Rat- 
ner, is a rationale “that cannot 
stand.”

American is absolutely an un- 
derrated paper. I don’t think the 
community or the country re- 
alizes what a darn good paper we 
already are. : 

“This is partly our own fault,” 
he continued, “because it’s up to 
us, like any other business, to 
tell our own story. And I don’t 
think we’ve done that. We’ve got 
some reporters and some writers 
and editors on this paper that 
not only the Globe but any other 
paper in the country would love 
to have.” 

Does this sound a little like 
cheerleading? Of course it does, 
and it is — as Bergenheim freely 
admits. “I get a very good feel- 
ing out of editorial of a high 
sense of morale over there,” he 
-said, “‘and I hope we-can sustain 
it and build it. I have very delib- 
erately made campaign speech- 
es around this place.” 

A clear-cut example, indeed, 
of Bergenheim’s confessed cam- 
paign rhetoric is his very next 
comment: “If the Globe can end 
up on a Time magazine list of 
one of the best 10, I want to end 
up on a list of being one of the 
best five.” 

Now this kind of talk has its 
value as well as its place — just 
as a Knute Rockne “Let’s win 
one for the Gipper’’ half-time 
rouser serves its purpose by fir- 
ing up the players. 

It’s kind of too bad, though, 
that Bergenheim, as evidenced 
at least during his Phoenix inter- 
view, has so quickly come to 
sound so much like a company 
man. Coming from outside the 
Hearst hierarchy as he did, and 
accepting the job with abso- 
lutely no strings attached, as he 
says he did, he certainly didn’t 
have to. 

But let’s not quibble. At least 
the man is talking. A local 
Hearst publisher actually sit- 
ting down and talking to a re- 
porter — any reporter — from 
another media outlet, be it the 
alternative press or the New 
York Times, has, for 30 years at 
least, been absolutely unheard 
of. 

Bergenheim’s predecessor, you 
see, was Harold G. ‘‘Hap”’ Kern, 
a man who often seemed to for- 
get that he was in the business of 
communicating. A year after the 
uneasy joining of the name, fa- 
cilities and some staffers of the 
dying Herald Traveler to the full 
staff and management of 
Hearst’s Record American, in 
June of 1973, Executive Editor 
Sam Bornstein issued a staff 
memo forbidding anyone em- 
ployed by the paper to talk toa 


Boston Magazine writer. ‘I want 
to emphasize again,” the memo 
said in part, “that the only 
spokesman for the newspaper is 
our publisher, Mr. Kern.” 

Well, that’s all right, except 
that Kern wasn’t talking either. 
“T haven’t talked to any of the 
trade journals. I don’t see why I 
should talk to you,” Kern told 
the reporter. Asked why not, 
Kern retorted, “I don’t have to 
give you a reason if I don’t want 
to, and I don’t want Kern la- 
ter also refused to be inter- 
viewed by a Times reporter, even 
though the paper did, and still 
does, make heavy use of copy 
from the New York Times news 
service. 

Kern, who was employed by 
Hearst for 50 years, was friendly 
with Citizen Kane himself and 
was, in fact, named executor of 
William Randolph Hearst’s will. 
He became publisher of the tab- 
loid Record American in 1938, 
and remained the head Hearst 
man in Boston until his retire- 
ment this April 1, but those who 
theorize that the corporation 
subsidized the paper to keep it 
alive through trying times as a 
personal favor to Kern — a 
member of the fraternity — are 
somewhat off the mark. 


The Seven Cities 


Actually, Hearst, which once 
boasted an enormously profit- 
able and influential nationwide 
network of newspapers, gets 
most of its money these days 
from television, books, maga- 
zines and movies — and though 
it’s still (according to Fortune 
magazine) the second most pro- 
fitable privately owned corpora- 
tion in the world, there are only 
seven remaining cities with 
Hearst papers: Boston, Albany, 
Baltimore, Los Angeles, San An- 
tonio, San Francisco and Se- 
attle. Despite Hearst’s enor- 
mous wealth (depleted some- 
what by the cost of last year’s 
Patty Hearst food giveaways on 
the West Coast), the outfit re- 
tains a strict policy that each of 
its divisions must be self-sus- 
taining. Indeed, before he re- 
turned to his native Boston, 
Kern was the Hearst hatchet 
man — who went around the 
country putting to rest all the 
papers that weren’t holding their 
own. 

But when he came to Boston 
he was credited with saving the 
Record by convincing a number 
of major advertisers — notably 
Jordan Marsh — to invest in the 
fading paper. For all his eccen- 
tricities, Citizen Kern did, at 
least, save the life of a news- 
paper. 

Owing, however, to the man’s 
inscrutable silence, no one has 
ever really been sure what, if 
any, master plan Kern may have 


had to make the Herald Amer- 
ican better, healthier, or in any 
way competitive. By contrast, 
Bergenheim comes loaded with 
plans, goals and ideals — the 
chief difficulty, though, is that 
his actions don’t always jibe pre- 
cisely with his words. Or, what 
he says he’s doing does not al- 
ways fit logically with why he 
says he’s doing it. 

The most blatant example of 
this is the seeming contrast be- 
tween his first dramatic state- 
ment — the posting of a strict 
new “no payola”’ policy for staff- 
ers that was widely applauded — 
and his first dramatic action — 
the hiring of a new city editor, a 
man whose practices have raised 
some questions and who is, ‘on 
top of that, a long-time close 
friend of Bergenheim. 

The new city editor is Bill 
Lewis, well-known local jour- 
nalist, lobbyist, flack and wheel- 
er-dealer. His closeness to poli- 
ticians he covered when he was 
at the Globe (most notably the 
late Atty. Gen. George Fingold), 
his alleged lobbying activities for 
insurance interests, a _ restau- 
rant venture (that failed), and 
most recently his stint as aide to 
defeated State Secretary Jack 
Davoren have all combined to 
raise concerns among Herald 
staffers, some of whom are now 
eyeing with suspicion Bergen- 
heim’s vow to “establish and 
maintain a reputation of abso- 
lute integrity” for the paper. 

There are also staffers who say 
they resent Bergenheim’s prac- 
tice of going outside the paper, 
rather than promoting from 
within, to replace the depart- 
ment heads he is slowly but sure- 
ly easing out. And in reference to 
the Lewis appointment — since 
Lewis and Bergenheim are so 
close — they are asking, as one 
reporter put it, “‘How is this any 
different from the old days?” 

In fairness, though, there are 
others who report that Lewis is

“a classy guy”’ and “really knows 
his stuff.” (No one is question- 
ing his competence.) Bergen- 
heim, who said two weeks ago 
that he expected flak for the 
then-pending Lewis appoint- 
ment, noted that he has per- 
ceived no animosity from the 
editorial department as a result 
of it. “But very frankly,” Ber- 
genheim added, “I don’t have an 


‘opportunity to get very close to 


all the people in editorial. When 
do I see them? I see them if I 
happen to eat in the lunchroom, 
or I hear from Executive Editor 
Sam Bornstein or others, but my 
contacts are extremely limited. I 
hope they’re going to be more, 
but the facts of life are that as 
publisher you just don’t get to 
talk to the copy kids or the new 
reporters very often.” 

Another peculiarity I ob- 
served in Bergenheim was his 
description of seeming (and 
laudable) reforms he wants to in- 
stitute at the paper followed by a 
denial that, in fact, there cur- 
rently exists any failing or weak- 
ness that requires reform. 

“I’ve seen,” he said, “not only 
in Boston but in other cities as 
well, the big headline one day 
and the followup story on page 
17 which, in effect, takes all the 
spike out of it. We’re not going to 
do that if at all possible. I’d ra- 
ther miss an edition than come 
up with a scare headline that we 
have to retract the next day. I 
believe in investigatory repor- 
ting, but I’m not going to end up 
with a whole stack of scare head- 
lines that are going to end up 
with nothing happening when 
it’s all over.” 

The phony “‘scare” headline is 
almost a Hearst trademark, and 
the most recent examples of it at 
the Herald American are the 
banner, front-page ‘‘gargan- 
tuan”’ welfare scandal headlines 
and stories that are exaggerated 
out of all proportion (though the 
classic example is the paper’s 


series on a non-existent subur-. 
ban teenage suicide pact a cou- 
ple years back). However, when I 
suggested to Bergenheim that 
the paper has been guilty of this 
very offense, he became in- 
stantly defensive. 

_ “T know the history of Boston 
journalism,” he said, ‘‘and it is 
that this city has not had a good 
press, but when are we speaking 
about? The ’70s, the ’60s or the 
*50s? It makes a great deal of dif- 
ference. I covered Boston City 
Hall for nine years [for the Mon- 
itor| and there were competing 
reporters in those days — this is 
back in the and the — 
who would give me stories to 
print in the Monitor because 
their own papers were so damned 
prejudiced they wouldn’t print 
them. But that was a long time 
ago. That’s not the situation I’m 
inheriting.” 

Credibility? 

Well then, was I inferring in- 
correctly from his earlier re- 
marks that there is some lack of 
credibility in the paper that he 
wants to re-establish?. 

“T have a feeling you’re trying 
to put words in my mouth,” Ber- 
genheim retorted. “But they’re 
not there. I don’t have a feeling 
of a great desire or need for re- 
form in this newspaper. I think 
the weakness of this newspaper 
is the lack of proper promo- 
tion.” 

Indeed, that is an obvious 
weakness of the paper, and it’s a 
problem that may be correcting 
itself through the retirement of 
long-time promotion manager 
Mark Finley, about whom one 
ex-staffer has said, “If given a 
free hand and an unlimited bud- 
get, he could singlehandedly put 
the paper out of business.” 

However, to assert, as Ber- 
genheim does, that this is virtu- 
ally the sole weakness of the Her- 
ald American is hardly realistic. 
One need only glance through a

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"Tecent issue.— any issue — to 


find some others, which Bergen- 


heim is either unaware of or un- 


derstandably unwilling to con- 
cede to an outsider. 

We randomly choose the Wed- 
nesday, June 4 issue to make our 
point. The lead story, head- 
lined, “Tax Panel Deadlocked,” 
is a complex State House story 
bylined George Briggs and John 
McGinn. Now, Briggs and 
McGinn are not bad reporters at 
all, but they’re not State House 
reporters. They are night-side re- 
porters who, according to a long- 
time Record tradition, are sent 
in to relieve the State House 
regulars at 6 p.m. if the House or 
Senate is still in session — be- 
cause the paper is too cheap to 
pay its_people overtime. 

Flipping through the paper — 
no quarrels with pages two and 
three except for the silly com- 
partmentalizing of the news in- 
to ‘‘Nation/World,’’ ‘‘City/ 
State/New England” and “Lo- 
cal,” plus the gray appearance of 
the heavy type (about which 
more later) — past the pages of 
jumbled ads and hop-scotch 
stories that must be as off-put- 
ting to advertisers as to readers, 
we come to the editorial page. 
Predictably, two of the three edi- 
torials follow the tiresome old 
Record formulae. One expresses 
outrage over missing food 
stamps and quotes State Audi- 
tor Thaddeus Buczko, who has 
traditionally supplied the paper 
with a lion’s share of its welfare 
scandal perennials. The other, 
reflecting the paper’s cold-war 
mentality, objects to the plans of 
the Soviet Union to market a 
small car in this country. ‘“There 
is something repellent,” it says, 
“in the idea of a Communist 
country — most of whose citi- 
zens can only dream of ever own- 
ing an automobile — seeking to 
reinforce its tyrannical leader- 
ship by using its slaves to build 
products like the Lada for com- 
petition in the markets of the 
Free World.” (At least there are 
no “Go Back To Hanoi, Jane 
Fonda” editorials today, but 
then, there’s always tomorrow.) 


We turn to the “Op-Ed” page 
and, though the columns from 
King Features, owned by Hearst, 
do not blend terribly well with 
the New York Times service 
stuff, there is an interesting mix 
here. James Reston’s column 
adds some class. And who 
knows? Reston may not even 
have been clumsily edited in- 
house today so that his views will 
appear to conform to the Hearst 
line. Then again, he may have 
been. 

Since “Cornelius Dalton is on 
vacation,” the only local color on 
this page consists of an analysis 
of the Dukakis budget fight 
(written, at least, by a State 
House reporter) and Jim Dob- 
bins’s unfunny scrawl purpor- 
ting, I think, to say something 
about high gas prices in New 
England. 


All right, there’s some quality 
stuff in here, too — but even 
then, the extremes are mind- 
boggling. Elliot Norton’s intelli- 
gent if dry column on page 32 
faces Ken Mayer’s jumbled em- 
barrassment on page 33. The 
sports page has Tim Horgan, one 
of the best in the city — no com- 
plaints there. And thankfully, 
the jumble of sports columns un- 
der the head, ‘Cavalcade of 
Sports Columns,” has been re- 
moved. The T'V listings on page 
27 are, as always, absolutely 
indecipherable and _ therefore 
useless. 

Enough carping. There is still 
a lot to be done to make this the 
decent paper Bergenheim claims 
it is already. Some of those 
things, he says, he expects to do, 
but he’s awaiting the results of a 
readership survey of the total 
Boston market. This is being 
conducted by Belden Associates 
of Dallas, and Bergenheim ex- 
udes confidence that it will pro- 
vide the bulk of the answers to 
the paper’s problems — how to 
attract the young reader, how to 
get back a couple of hundred 
thousand tabloid readers whom 
Hearst purposefully abandoned 
when it enlarged the paper to full 
size in June of 1972. 


Some Changes 

In the meantime, though, Ber- 
genheim is instituting a number 
of chariges — mostly sensible, al- 
beit‘minor, ones. He has hired 
Phil Bissell, a sports cartoonist 
who at least knows how to draw, 
and this improves the appear- 
ance, to be sure, of the sports 
page. Bergenheim is in the mar- 
ket, he says, for “ta columnist to 
do a red-hot local column.”’ He 
wants more local news in the pa- 
per and shorter, concisely writ- 
ten and tightly edited stories 
overall. 

He is also instituting a for- 
malized. editorial board to set 
policy, but at this point he will 
say only that he will stake out a 
general editorial stance to the 
right of what he describes as the 
Globe’s “very liberal’ position, 
and that the Herald will remain 
politically ‘‘independent.” 

“That may sound very ideal- 
istic, and it is,” he said, ‘‘but the 
point is, we're not in the bag for 
anybody.” 

More interesting is Bergen- 
heim’s assertion that Hearst has 
given him complete autonomy 
with regard to editorial content 
— that if he chooses not to he 
doesn’t have to run a word of the 
Hearst copy that crops up 
throughout the paper. ‘“Com- 
mon sense tells you,” he said, 
“that. if you’re supplied certain 
materials by your parent com- 
pany you are going to lean to- 
ward using it, but we’re not un 
der adamant rules.” 

William Randolph Hearst Jr. 
— son of Kane — is Editor-In- 
Chief of the Hearst newspapers 
and writes a column that ap- 
pears on page one — with his 
picture and stylized signature — 
every Sunday. “I don’t have a 
feeling that anyone’s pushing me 
or shoving me to run that col- 
umn,” Bergenheim insisted — 
quickly adding, though, that, 
“‘as a matter of fact, it has a very 
high readership. But I am not go- 
ing to tell Sam Bornstein, who I 
think is a very fine editor inci- 
dentally, to do or don’t.. That’s 
an editorial judgment that is up 
to Sam.” 

A favorite subject of the new 
publisher is the need to get rid of 
‘‘deadwood”’ on the staff — 
though he won’t say that he 
knows such deadwood exists, 
merely that “in any department 
with 200 people, no one’s going to 
tell me that there aren’t some 
that are outstanding and some 
that are really marginal. That’s 
just the law of averages.” 

But the little independent edi- 
torial union at the paper is gen- 
erally regarded as being strong in 
one area only — seniority. So 
how do you get at the dead- 
wood? Bergenheim has two 
methods — firing for ‘‘gross neg- 
ligence” where appropriate, and 
gétting his supervisers, in effect, 
to crack the whip. “If you’ve got 
somebody who doesn’t give a 
damn about the place as long as 
he gets paid every week — I’m 
just being hypothetical now — 
and he has a high sick-leave rec- 
ord and his work is sloppy, no- 
body like that isn’t somewhat 
aware of it. If the people to whom 
he reports let him get away with 
that, then he isn’t going to try to 
improve. But if the boss is de- 
manding quality, that guy is 
much more likely to take him- 
self out of the picture. That’s one 
way to do it.” 

Bergenheim talks tough, but 
shows a number of blind spots. 
He professed no awareness at all, 
for example, of another subtle 
and serious problem that relates 
to personnel relations — the “us 
and them” phenomenon: bitter- 
ness and resentment persist be- 
tween the old Herald people and 
the old Record people on the 


staff. “I haven’t seen any bitter- 


ness in the company,” he stated 
flatly. “I hope it doesn’t exist. If 
it does, we'll have to see what 
causes it and see if we can help 
it; 

This problem, which does ex- 
ist, is symbolic of the schizoid 
nature of the paper itself, being 
that it is a combination of fea- 
tures taken from two papers that 
had very different readers. ‘‘Es- 
sentially,” wrote freelancer Dana 
Wilson in-the New Englander 
last December, ‘‘Hearst has tried 


to succeed where media dream- 
ers have failed for decades. It has 
tried to bring together under one 
roof two widely divergent audi- 
ences and journalistic formulas: 
the Herald's ‘blue-blood’ read- 
ership and the Recora’s ‘blue- 
collar’ following.” 

An oversimplification, to be 
sure. The only generalization 
that aptly describes the audi- 
ence Bergenheim hopes to at- 
tract is ‘“‘conservative.”’ And it 
certainly seems that there ought 
to be a market in Boston for a re- 
sponsible, professional conser- 
vative alternative to the Globe. 
The question is whether the Her- 
ald, at this point, can be molded 
into such a paper. 

“But we're not going to base 
our fate on the Globe,” Bergen- 
heim stressed. “‘We’re going to 
carve out what we believe our 
part of this market is and how 
we're going to serve it. We’re not 
going to react to the Globe. 
We're going to chart our own 
course and we're going to go on 
accordingly. I think this is a 
market ready-made for us. I 
don’t think the Globe has any 
stranglehold on it whatsoever. 
They are a good paper and we’re 
going to become a better paper. 
Now that’s all there is to that.” 


No Joking 


I detect a softening of Bergen- 
heim’s comments here. In two 
prior trade journal interviews — 
in Ad East and Business Jour- 
nal — he was quoted making the 
identical joke that, yes, he 
thinks there is a market for two 
newspapers in Boston because 
“the Globe’s not in that much 
trouble.” He avoided telling the 
joke to me, however. ‘“‘Poor Dave 
Taylor [the Globe’s publisher] is 
going to get tired of that,” Ber- 
genheim laughed. 

Other than his charge that the 
Globe is “‘very liberal,” his only 
direct criticism of the competi- 
tion was this: “I don’t want to be 
too critical of the Globe, but I do 
believe that we are going to be 
much more open than the Globe 
has shown any proclivity to be to 
date. I bump into people all the 
time who say they cannot get to 
the people who run the Globe to 
have their story told. I don’t 
know if that’s right or wrong. All 
I know is, that’s not going to 
happen here.” 

If nothing else, Bergenheim is 
accessible. On the two occasions 
I've called him with questions, 
he’s answered his own phone — 
which is unheard of for a top ex- 
ecutive. And perhaps his influ- 
ence will loosen up some of the 
top brass under him. Perhaps. 

Bergenheim stresses again and 
again that there is a wealth of 
talent at the paper, and that is 
generally agreed to be true — the 
conventional wisdom is that it’s 
a paper that, sadly, has been 
falling far short of its potential 
through gross mismanagement. 
Bergenheim declines comment 
on this theory. “I’m deliberately 
not digging into what was hap- 
pening here in the past. I’m not 
saying to people, ‘I’m trying to 
find out who was screwing up 
here months ago.’ I really only 
want to look ahead. I want to see 
how people are performing to- 
day, and what their potential is 
for performing tomorrow.” 

Even as he says this, Bergen- 
heim is slowly but very surely 
making significant changes in 
the paper’s hierarchy. One of his 
very first acts was to can Kevin 
Nolan, the maintenance head. 
Then there was Mark Finley’s re- 
tirement. He’s been replaced by 
C. Edward Wagner, a former 
Herald Traveler newsman who 
once did PR for the late Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy. Then 
Paul Roberts, the advertising di- 
rector, retired, to be replaced by 
44-yeaf-old Conrad Kloh, a hot- 
shot from the San Antonio Ex- 
press and News which, ironic- 
ally, competes — and very suc- 
cessfully, too — with the Hearst- 
owned San Antonio Light. Now 
General Manager Alan Swartz- 
ell (who earned the nickname 
“Short Sell” for his handling of 
union negotiations) leaves sud- 
denly to take a job with the 
American Press Institute. Even 
as Bergenheim denies that the

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‘We're Gay and

On March 14, PFC inate 
Randolph received a letter from 
Lt. Colonel Charles F. Scanlon, 
her commander at Fort Devens, 
commending her for receiving 
the Soldier of the Month Award. 
Citing Randolph’s “leadership 
ability, academic proficiency 
and sense of responsibility,” 
Scanlon wrote, ‘These traits are 
the marks of a proud soldier and 
good citizen. The standards of 
excellence you have established 
for yourself should insure your 
future success in the US Army 
and all other endeavors.” 

Barbara’s future success with 
the US Army is by no means 
assured. On April 7, she and PV2 
Debbie Watson told the Army 
that they are lesbians. They now 
face probable discharge from the 
military on the basis that they 
are “unfit” or “unsuitable” for 
the service. The two women are 
fighting to stay on, charging that 
their rights to privacy have been 
violated and that the Military ~ 
Code is discriminatory. 

Barbara, 22, is from Indiana. 
She joined the Army a year ago 
to pursue ‘a military career in 
electronics. She graduated sec- 
ond in her class at the occupa- 
tional training school and was a 
member of the Honor Platoon. 
She enjoyed her job at the Army 
Security Agency. 

Debbie, 20, of Texas, also 
hoped to find a career in the Ar- 
my. Because of her excellent test 
scores, she too was placed in the 
Army Security Agency. 

Since their confession, the two 
women have been placed on cas- 
ual status. They paint rocks, 
change toilet paper rolls and 
pick up cigarette butts. 

Barbara and Debbie did not 
want to hide their relationship 
from the Army. Throughout 
their training, the women were 
encouraged to trust their com- 
manding officers with the facts 
of their personal lives. “They 
told us if we told the truth, we’d 
be O.K.,” said Barbara. “But if

ling to die for it. And now look what the Army’s doing for me. 


you're gay in the Army, you have 
to hide it. If you tell the truth, 
you're in trouble. There are a lot 
of people at Fort Devens who 
want to stand up and say, ‘We’re 
gay and good enough for the Ar- 
my,’ but they’re afraid to do it, 
because they see what’s hap. 
pening to us. 

When Barbara and Debbie 
turned themselves in at the Se- 
curity Office, they were sub- 
jected to four hours of intensive 
questioning about their sexual 
involvement... ‘““‘There were two 
men there,’’ related Debbie. 
“They wanted to know who we 
slept with, what we did and who 
was present when it happened. 
They kept pressing us for more 
details. It was humiliating. But 
they kept telling us that if we 
told the truth, they’d help us.” 
The women answered all the 
questions and then signed a 
sworn statement of their re- 
sponses. They were then sent to 


the Criminal Investigation Divi- 
sion, where they underwent two 
hours of similar questioning and 
another statement resulted. 
These statements are being 
used as grounds to discharge the 
two privates. They have been 
found in violation of Army Regu- 
lation 635-200, which states in 
part: ‘‘Personnel who volun- 
tarily engage in homosexual acts 
. will not be permitted to serve 
in the Armed forces, in any capa- 
city ... and are considered un- 
fit for military service because 
their presence impairs the mor- 
ale and discipline of the Army.” 
The women contacted the 
Legal In-Service Project of Bos- 
ton for help. They are being rep- 
resented by ACLU attorney 
Jerry Cohen, who estimates that 
at least 1000 women and men are 
discharged from the military 
each year under Regulation 635- 
200. “‘People suspected of being 
gay are subjected to an intrusive 


probing of their private lives and 


feelings,” said Cohen. “These 
military practices invade the pri- 
vacy of American citizens.” 

A spokesperson at Fort Devens 
declined to comment on the spe- 
cifics of the Randolph-Watson 
case. However, he explained that 
“anyone who joins the Army 
Security Adgency is advised that 
their personal life can put them 
in a security risk position.’’ He 
emphasized with regard to such 
soldiers, the security of the na- 
tion takes precedence over the 
citizen’s right to privacy. 

The spokesperson denied that 
the Army is discriminating 
against homosexuals. He pointed 
out that homosexuals are not the 
only people who are possible rec- 
urity risks. The Army also inves- 
tigates people who use drugs, 
contemplate suicide, are pro- 
miscuous, marry foreign na- 
tionals or are suspected of “any 
wrong-doing.”

Good Enough for the Army’ 


Debbie and Barbara face 
either of two possible dis- 
charges. If they are deemed “un- 


suitable’’ for the Army, they will: 


receive almost full.military bene- 
fits. If they are discharged for 
“unfitness,” they will be denied 
most benefits and stigmatized 
for life. The Army has stated its 
intent to press for the “unfit- 
ness”’ discharge. 

“What bothers me is the dis- 
charge they’re trying to give us,” 
said Barbara. “They're trying to 
say that because we’re gay, we’re 
unfit for military service. 
They're saying we're no good. 
That's not true. We both know 
damn well that we’re worth 
something and that we do our 
jobs well. So why are they trying 
to kick us out and ruin the rest of 
our lives? It just doesn’t make 
sense.” 

‘“‘We both feel very strongly for 
our country,” said Debbie. “I'd 
do anything for my country. I 
was willing to die for it. And now 
look what the Army’s doing for 
me. 

Both women say they are not 


angry with the Army. “I feel ter- — 


ribly let down,” said Barbara, 
“but I think it’s not really the 
Army’s fault. It’s the regula- 
tions that have to be changed.” 

“We've been over our mad,” 
said Debbie. ‘You can only be 
mad once. You have to learn to 
get over that and get down to 
fighting.” 

Barbara and Debbie have re- 
ceived their preliminary dis- 
charge papers and are waiting to 
be called before a board of offi- 
cers to plead their case along 
with their lawyers. The board’s 
recommendation will be sent to 
the Approving Authority, which 
will make the final decision. This 
ruling is subject to appeal. The 
two women said they will pursue 
the case up to the Supreme 
Court if necessary.

For those who are bored unto 
stupefaction watching the par- 
ade of the pygmies while specu- 
lating whether the stars will be 
in quite the right configuration 
next summer over Hyannisport, 
there is another game in town. 

It’s cutthroat, showdown pok- 
er with just two players (this me- 
taphor doesn’t work for the De- 
mocrats because there aren’t 
enough cards in the deck for all 
of them) and the stakes are no- 
thing less than what we know as 
the two-party system.

drive the Eastern Establish- 
ment Dragon into banishment 
forever. 


If the idea of dumping the in- . 


cumbent sounds a little far- 
fetched in these precincts, we 
might usefully recall that they 
were among the very few pre- 
cincts that did not vote Repub- 
lican in 1972. Moreover, the Re- 
publicans we’re used to are the 
likes of Frank Sargent, Ed 
Brooke, Elliot Richardson, John 
Sears — all of whom had pres- 
sing business elsewhere when 
Ronald Reagan came to town 
last week.

are clear. Not that he has said he 
will oppose Ford for the nomi- 
nation — but that he does not 
say he won’t. Asked whether he 
would accede to a Presidential 
request not to do so, Reagan said 
that he was sure Ford is much 
too decent a fellow ever to make 
it. Nor, for that matter, would 
Reagan pledge to support a 
Ford-Rockefeller ticket, should 
such emerge from the conven- 
tion. 

Reagan qualified for Social Se- 
curity years ago (what do you bet 
he accepts the checks, too), so 
this looks like the last hand for 
him. He means to play it out, 


and his backers — even here, in 
what to those folks has to be en- 
emy territory — seem to mean to 
stake him all the way. And there 
across the table is good old 
Grand Rapids Gerry: inflation, 
recession and unemployment 
eating away at his stack of chips, 
while he sits stolid, calm and 
poker-faced. . 

It just might have been Hoyle 
who said “If you can keep your 
head while all about ‘you are los- 
ing theirs, you probably don’t 
know what the hell is going on.”

Well, the Governor got his lit- 

tle tax package and none too 


soon. The welfare and pay- 
checks will go out, and we’ll all 
pay a little more for such moral- 
ly flabby activities as smoking 
and drinking and disporting our- 
selves at public entertainments. 
And even for eating out — un- 
less we can find someplace where 
a meal is less than a dollar. Inci- 


dentally, herewith a public ser-: 


vice: assuming that we can’t find 
anyplace to dine or even sup for 
99 cents or less, I propose fruit 
cup or soup at place A, vege- 
table at place B, and so on 
around town. The elderly poor 
will have a little trouble with the 
newly required mobility, but 
what the hell. It’s their deficit 
too, eh Guv? (In fact, it used to 
be their tax — the old age tax, 
remember?) 

Now as we're digesting our 
movable feast, let us contem- 
plate the next course. We know 
there’s going to be another fiscal 
crisis just as soon as Mike and 
company figure out the books. 
. We know there’ll be another em- 
x ergency tax program, probably 
in the fall. What we don’t know 
is what we'll be asked for. 

We've been told it can’t really 
be anything very progressive — 
i.e., having more impact on 
those who can afford it than on 
those who cannot, pending rati- 
fication by the voters of a con- 
stitutional amendment permit- 
ting a graduated income tax. 


Given that the voters have re- 


jected that idea repeatedly, “it 
could be a long wait. 

But do we really have to wait? 
How about a hike in the state in- 
come tax — now five percent on 
earned and nine percent on un- 
earned income — with some ex- 
emptions thrown in. Even a sim- 
ple across-the-board raise to 10 
percent and 18 percent respec- 
tively, with exemptions for all 
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income under, say, $10,000, 
would be a great deal fairer than 
the excises just imposed, and 
would generate a great deal more 
revenue. Or is that too ‘progres- 
sive? 

* 

There is no major city in Am- 
erica more neighborhood-con- 
scious than Boston. Bostonians 
in fact don’t even.think of them- 
selves as such — they identify 
with Southie, the South. End, 
Roxbury, Mission Hill, Dor- 
chester and so on. So how much 
sense does it make to have a city 
council comprising nine mem- 
bers elected at large? None is 
how much. 

For one thing, it means that 
all nine councilors are respon- 
sible to all 22 wards — which 
means that none of them is re- 


sponsi 
other, it means that most of the 


city’s neighborhoods are unre- 
presented on the council: Bea- 
con Hill, Back Bay, the South 
End, Roxbury, Allston-Brigh- 
ton, East Boston and Charles- 
town, for instance. 

And how to do something 
about it? Well, we have a little 
problem. The General Court — 
as the senate demonstrated last 
week — isn’t about to allow fora 
charter change permitting even a 
referendum on districting the 
city unless the city council sends 
up a Home Rule Petition. And 
are those nine councilors from 
West Roxbury, Roslindale, Dor- 
chester, South Boston and the 
North End going to petition for a 
threat to their $20,000 jobs? 

Not on your pothole.

expires at the end of this month. 

“The contract provides city 
funding,”’ he said, “but it also 
specifically provides that I take 
my sole instruction from the 
Home and School Association. 

“The city at no time has at- 
tempted to influence Home and 
School’s position,”’ he continued. 
“At times we’ve been in conflict 
with the city — for instance, 
when the mayor wanted to close 
South Boston High and we op- 
posed it.” 

The contract for Fremont- 
Smith’s services was officially 
approved by the mayor three 
weeks after he met privately 
with leaders of ROAR (Restore 
Our Alienated Rights), the city’s 
biggest anti-busing group. At 
that session on November 20, 
White reportedly told the mem- 
bers of ROAR’s executive board 
that he would soon provide 
money to the Home and School 
Association to fight busing in the 
courts. This — in conjunction 
with other mayoral actions — 
has given rise to speculation that 
White has entered into a secret

alliance with the anti-busing 
leadership. 

In fact, it would seem more ac- 
curate to say that White has at- 
tempted to co-opt (and so de- 
fuse) that leadership, as the 
Home and School legal aid con- 
tract indicates. In the past, the 
Home and School Association — 
with its close ties to the School 


Committee — has served as a 
power base for the anti-busing 
forces. But to call the group 
ROAR-dominated today would 
be misleading: only three or four 
of the group’s top 20 leaders are 
also in the top leadership of 
ROAR, and in a recent election 
for the Home and School presi- 
dency, Marie Clarke, generally 


considered a busing moderate, 
soundly defeated ROAR leader 
Pixie Palladino of East Boston. 

“ROAR people in the Home 
and School haven’t been too 
happy lately,” said one observer 
in a recent interview. “During 
the hearings in Garrity’s court, 
Home and School emerged as a 
moderate right force rather than 


extreme right.” 

From all indications, lawyer 
Fremont-Smith has been a ma-. 
jor factor in that emergence. For 
although he has made the ex- 
pected anti-busing moves in the 
courtroom — appealing Judge 
W. Arthur Garrity’s Phase Two 
busing plan and asking for a de- 
lay in its execution — he’s also 
taken positions that have earn- ig 
ed him the ire of the ROAR mi- “ 
nority, such as supporting the #0 
plan drawn up by the court-ap- 
pointed masters. That plan s 
would have required busing, but 
with about 10,000 fewer kids 
bused than under the plan that 
Garrity eventually ordered. 

“I favored’ it [the masters’ 
plan| in a qualified sort of way,” 
said Fremont-Smith last week. 
“I thought it was much better 
than the others, with the excep- 
tion of the January 27 plan [a 
plan with no forced busing], 
which I didn’t think had a 
chance.”’ 

According to one observer, the 
very hiring of Fremont-Smith re- 
presented a major political step 
for the Home and School people 
and a victory for White. ‘““What 
it meant,” he said, “was that - 
they decided their interests were 
separate from the School Com- 
mittee, who were already in 
court.”

suspected house-cleaning is hap- 
pening, it is. 

His direct impact on the pa- 
per’s appearance, to date, is 
something that’s more difficult 
to pin down. Asked what there 
was in that morning’s paper that 
reflected his presence on the 
masthead, Bergenheim laughed 
and said, “Probably nothing.” 
Only that gray look on pages 2 
and 3 of which we spoke earlier 
— where Bergenheim has cut out 
most of the ‘‘white space’ to 
save on newsprint. It also makes 
it harder to read, but it does save 
on money and, well, if you can 
cut enough corners... . 

The year before the Herald 
Traveler went under, the paper 
is reported to have commis- 
sioned a private study that show- 
ed that the Herald was grossing 


around $31 million while spend- 
ing $33 million. Enough cost- 
cutting, it seemed, and it could 
have been turned into a profit- 
able venture. 

Bergenheim won’t comment 
on whether today’s Herald 
American makes or loses mon- 
ey, but it does seem that his 
plan, at least in part, is to cost- 
cut his way to a profit. Some ar- 
gue that such a policy is incon- 
sistent with the need to build up 
the paper thraugh infusions of 
money, but Bergenheim seems to 
want to achieve a delicate bal- 
ance that is the best. of both 
worlds. “I'd rather work in a very 
modest office with good people,” 
he said, “than have a fancy of- 
fice with a bunch of deadheads 
around. You should invest in 
people in this business.” 


The Gap 
Regardless of its profit mar- 
gin or lack of same (Bergenheim 


says the paper will definitely sur- 
vive), there remains a huge mar- 


gin — both in circulation and ad 
lineage — between the Herald 
and the Globe. Comparative cir- 
culation figures since the paper 
was born show the Herald slid- 
ing and the Globe on the rise. 


The latest figures put the daily _ 


Herald at roughly 338,000, com- 
pared to the combined morning 
and evening Globe circulation of 
475,346. On Sunday, though, the 
Globe — which upped its price 
by 50 percent recently — is down 
a bit, to 583,787 (after hitting a 
peak of 623,648 a year ago), and 
the Sunday Herald seems to 
have reversed its downward 
‘slump, picking up from 491,704 a 
year ago to 496,000. 

The differences are sljght 
enough to be nothing more, per- 
haps, than a statistical fluke, 
but Bergenheim grasps onto 
these figures as Hope For The 
Future — just as he eagerly 
points out that the latest ad line- 
age figures show the Globe has 
slipped in the Sunday classi- 
fieds while the Herald has en- 


joyed a slow increase — though 
the two are still light-years 
apart. (In 1974, the Sunday Her- 
ald Advertiser had a mere 2,240,- 
081 lines of classifieds, while the 
Sunday Globe totaled a whop- 
ping 10,215,209, beating the 
competition in this vital cate- 
gory by nearly a five-to-one mar- 
gin.) 

“I will be the first to admit 
that the Globe has a majority of 
the classified ads in this town to- 
day,” Bergenheim said. “But 
they're going in the wrong direc- 
tion and we’re going in the right 
direction. I think we can catch 
up with them.” 

Blind faith? It does sound sus- 
piciously as if Bergenheim is 
playing the circulation and ad 
lineage numbers game here, just 
as the paper brags on its mast- 
head that it has the “Largest 
Morning Circulation in New 
England,” conveniently ignor- 
ing the existence of the evening 
Globe. 

His problem is that advertis- 


ers are not fooled, nor im- 
pressed, by isolated self-serving 
statistics. What does continue to 
impress them is that the Globe 
(as it boasts in the slick packets 
it sends out to advertisers) seems 
to have cornered the market on 
the readers with the most buy- 
ing power in the greater Boston 
area. The Globe promotion de- 
partment can cite statistics ad 
nauseam to prove this: “If you’re 
selling franks or weiners in Bos- 
ton,’’ reads one such promo, “the 
daily Globe alone covers 79 per- 
cent of the newspaper-reading 
families that are heavy consum- 
ers of franks or weiners.” 

Bob Bergenheim seems to be a 
shrewd and competent — if cau- 
tious — guy, and the Herald 
American can only improve un- 
der his guidance. Maybe he’s 
very wise to concentrate on look- 
ing ahead, not behind. But then 
again, he may not be looking 
carefully enough at where, and 
what, his troubled newspaper is 
right now.

Wednesday, 3:45 p.m. The 

general milling about, gossiping 
and conjecture attendant to the 
arrival of a superstar is going on 
in the basement of Harvard’s 
Carpenter Center for the Visual 
Arts. The TV crews are set up, 
the photographers are checking 
their light meters, and the re- 
porters are catching up on cavil 
and palaver. Toward the middle 
of the room, the Washington 
Post’s man on boxing is chat- 
ting with a grey, plump, suede- 
booted man in a green blazer and 
a Mephistophelean beard who 
introduces himself as Budd 
Schulberg. The room is just be- 
ginning to fill up, a quarter-hour 
before the champ is scheduled to 
appear. 
_ Of a sudden, a tall, well-pro- 
portioned man in a pink suit ap- 
pears at a doorway and strides 
forcefully to the front of the 
room, an attache case in hand 
and a look of determination on 
his face. He bears a remarkable 
resemblance to Muhammad Ali, 
but he is walking alone, not sur- 
rounded by a celebrity’s usual 
entourage, and he is far ahead of 
the announced time. 

When he sits down in front of 
the microphones, it becomes 
clear: Muhammad has once 
again put one over. His unas- 
suming, early entrance catches 
the press off its guard. Hardy 
Wiedemann, an end on Har- 
vard’s spectacular football team 
last year, begins a brief welcom- 
ing statement as reporters and 
camera people jockey for posi- 
tion and try to decide on the pro- 
per form of address. Is it “Mu- 
hammad” or “Mr. Muham- 
mad’’ or, perhaps, simply 
“Champ”? Mr. Wiedemann, fin- 
gering the vest of one of those 
well-cut three-piece grey suits 
that Harvard seniors seem to be 
wearing in these placid days, 
makes his speech brief and pi- 
thy, and announces that the 
Heavyweight Champion of the 
World would now entertain ques-

tions. 

Silence. Dozens of tongue-tied 
reporters wait for somebody to 
say something. Awed by the 
champ, Boston’s. media mavens 
stand dumbstruck as half a min- 
ute passed by. 

‘“Let’s open the questioning,” 
Harvard’s Public Information 
Director, Deane Lord, prods. 
More silence. You could hear 
butterfly float. 

Screwing up his courage, a re- 
porter finally clears his throat 
and asks, “Mr. Ali, what mes- 
sage are you bringing to the stu- 
dents at Harvard?” Even as he 
speaks, he realizes that ‘Mr. 
Ali’. sounds silly — and the 
question will not receive this 
year’s award for trenchancy, 
either — but it serves its pur- 
pose: from now through late in 
the night, Muhammad Ali will 
not be silent for another 30-sec- 
ond stretch. 

‘‘My message is in the eye of 
the beholder,” the champ an- 
nounces. He has three set 
speeches, he explains — The In- 
toxication of Life, The True 
Meaning of Friendship, and The 
Heart of Man. “But it’s not too 
good to talk too long. A person 
can get wrapped up and talk for 
an hour and a half.” Thus, the 
champ has scrapped his “Intox- 
ication” speech and decided, in- 
stead, to combine his “Heart” 
and “Friendship” speeches. He 
gives a quick precis of “Intoxi- 
cation” for the TV cameras. 

“The world is a wine cellar 
where all sorts of wines are col- 
lected,” he expounds, in that 
deep, much-modulated voice of 
his. “He who drinks from the 
wine of success knows no fail- 
ure. He who has drunk from the 
wine of failure will not succeed. 
There is no such thing as sober- 
ness. Life is wine from begin- 
ning to end.” 

After a brief discourse on box- 
ing, in which he admits that Ron 
Lyle gave him trouble, that he is 
training hard for the Bugner 
fight, that George Foreman is 


the second-best fighter alive to- 
day, that Sugar Ray Robinson is 
the second-best fighter of all 
time, and that Howard Cosell is 
stupid, the champ is whisked off 
to a reception at the Harvard Fa- 
culty Club —’a reception pack- 
ed with so many black students 
and faculty members that an un- 
suspecting visitor would think 
that Harvard was a member of 
the United Negro College Fund. 
In deference to Ali’s strict Mus- 
lim beliefs, smoking is discour- 
aged and sweetened grapefruit 
juice served along with sand- 
wiches; the champ, pleading

claustrophobia when the crush of 
people swells around him, re- 
treats to a nearby corridor, then 
allows himself to be swept away 
to a dinner in his honor. 

On the long and tavern-punc- 
tuated stroll over to the Har- 
vard Business School, a local 
sports reporter observes that, so 
far, Ali has been anything but in- 
triguing. He hasn’t said any- 
thing new, anything unexpec- 
ted, anything he hasn’t already 
told Howard Cosell. Nothing he 
has said indicates that tonight’s 
speech will be anything but a re- 
hash. 


Even more distressing is the 
possibility that Muhammad will 
face a less-than-appreciative au- 
dience. One observer compares 
the whole spectacle to a bear- 
baiting exhibition, and there is a 
very real apprehension that Har- 
vard students, who are among 
the smuggest, most cynical on 
earth, will hiss and smirk and 
giggle their way through the 
Champ’s speech. Whatever else 
he is today, Muhammad is pa- 
tently sincere. Originally sche- 
duled to speak at senior Class 
Day exercises on June 11, the 
champ had to cancel to meet a 
training obligation in Kuala 
Lumpur. He felt so bad about 
finking out that he volunteered, 
at his own expense and without a 
fee, to give this speech. At his 
press conference, a single theme 
was repeated again and again: 
the Champ was honored by this 
invitation, the Champ had put a 
lot of thought and effort into this 
speech. The thought that his 
message would be drowned in a 
burlesque atmosphere was 
frightening. 

The students and their guests 
jammed into Burden Auditor- 
ium at the Business School did 
little to alleviate the worry. 
Many of them were obviously in- 
toxicated on something more 
mundane and more liquid than 
the wine of life; the tumultuous 
welcome accorded Ali as he was 
spirited in through a side door, 
punctuated by whistles and cat- 
calls, was not the greeting a phi- 
losopher might expect. ‘‘I 
thought I was going to be in an 
auditorium with a lot of old-type 
grey-haired distinguished pro- 
fessors,” Ali said in wonder- 
ment, and the unruly crowd 
erupted again. Nor did they 
greet with solemnity his assur- 
ance that he intended to be ser- 
ious. 

But Ali-had taken on tougher 
competitors than the Harvard 
senior class and whipped them, 
and a little undergraduate arro-

gance was no match for the 
champion of the whole world. 
“I’m just a boxer,” he humbly 
announced. Anybody who be- 
lieved that fell into the same ca- 
tegory as Sonny Liston, who 
thought the Ali shuffle was a 
joke. 

“When we make it, we usual- 
ly have a tendency to forget the 
people around us,” Ali told the 
students as he towered over the 
lectern, his right hand loose and 
gesturing, his left buried deep in 
the pocket of his pants. Then he 
launched into the fable of a slave 
named Omar, who was bought 
by a king and rose to take charge 
of all the king’s treasures. The 
other courtiers, jealous of Omar’s 
influence, planted with the king 
the notion that Omar was de- 
frauding the royal treasury. So 
the king went to spy on the ex- 
slave and found him inthe 
counting house, before a mirror, 
dressed in slave’s rags and tel- 
ling his reflection that he must 
never forget his humble origins 
or his old friends. The king then 
made Omar his most trusted 
minister. 

A simple, homespun parable, 
to be sure, and hardly the stuff of 
which college lectures are made. 
But the force and simple convic- 


tion with which Ali told it took 
the audience by storm and held 
them. There were no more gig- 


gles as the heavyweight cham-. 


pion of the world went on. 
“Although you may think it’s 
a great thing to see me, I think 
it’s a great thing to be here, and I 
can tell my grandchildren that 
Muhammad Ali was invited to 
speak at Harvard,” Ali told 
them, and they listened with re- 
spect. “If you haven’t yet learn- 
ed the nature and character of 
true friendship,” he informed 
the degree candidates, ‘‘you 
haven't learned anything.” And 
on he went, with thoughts on the 


’ meanings of friendship, and sim- 


ple, common-sense advice to 
these soon-to-be adults on the 
way they should live their lives. 
He recited some of his poems 
and he spun off aphorisms by the 


score, and periodically, they in-. 


terrupted to cheer and applaud. 

‘When we judge people, do we 
see them with the eyes of God?” 
he demanded, warming to his 
topic with a fervor that could 
have shamed Billy Graham. “A 
true friend considers his life 
cheap, if it’s for his friend. These 
are the type of things I study — 
things you don’t get in school — 
common sense.” 

“What is a man?” the champ 
asked, echoing a question the po- 
et Pindar had posed two and a 
half millennia before. ‘‘A man is 
his heart,” he answered himself. 
“The greatness or the smallness 
of a man does not depend upon 


his education. Where is love, 
where is compassion, where is 
mercy, where is God? We can an- 
swer each of these questions by 
saying — in the heart of man.” 

By now the whole raucous au- 
dience was sitting still as church- 
mice. This was a side of Mu- 
hammad Ali they had never 
known before: this was not the 
big dummy they had expected to 
come and ridicule, or to be en- 
tertained by. A curious magnet- 
ism, almost unknown in the age 
of electronic communication and 
prepackaged celebrities, eman- 
ated from the champion of all 
the world. Not just his physical 
presence had captivated the au- 
dience. Ali is a huge man in su- 
perb physical condition, but he 
wears his size well, making it 
nigh inconspicuous under his 
well-tailored suit and affable 
manner. His patent sincerity 
cinched the audience and kept it 
in the palm of his hand as long as 


‘he wanted. If Muhammad Ali 


ever decides to go into politics, 
and if he can attract enough of 
the electorate to his campaign 
speeches, he will have no trouble 
in gaining any office he chooses. 
He may be the best natural ora- 
tor in the country today. 

He wound up his speech witha 
simple observation: ‘“‘A wise man 
can act like a fool,”’ he told the 
“But a fool can’t act 

ke a wise man. People don’t 
pay for this [wisdom]. They pay 
for foolishness.” 

The volume of applause was 


painful to the eardrums. 

But the half-hour speech was 
not enough. That smug, sophis- 
ticated Harvard crowd would 
have followed the poor black kid 
from Louisville to the gates of 
hell at that point; he couldn’t 
leave them now. So he talked im- 
promptu, for a while, of his ob- 
servations on life. He under- 
stood the value of education, he 
told them, but you don’t always 
need an education. “Jesus didn’t 
have an education. Moses was so 
dumb he couldn’t talk. God 
didn’t want somebody up there 
preaching and parting the sea 
and have some science teacher 
jump up and say, ‘I taught him 
how to do that.’”” Then he said 
that he still hangs around the 
ghetto in Chicago and tries -to 
teach black youth their own 
worth. He couldn’t resist a de- 
monstration of the Ali shuffle, 
which sent the audience into 
hysteria, and he followed up with 
the “Uncle shuffle, in 
which he touched an imaginary 
forelock before an imaginary 
Massa. 

He wheeled about in speech 
and jabbed his lance at some 
popular topics. ‘I ain’t never 
used Brut,” he told somebody 
who asked about his famous te- 
levision commercial. “I didn’t 
use Brut until I did the commer- 
cial,” he corrected himself with 
tongue in cheek. 

“That Howard Cosell is so 
dumb,” he continued. “I got out 
of the ring after beating Ron Lyle 


and he said to me, ‘Muham- 
mad, you're not the man you 
were 10 years ago, isn’t that 
right?’ ” (This last in a mock Co- 
sell voice.) “What man is the 
same today as he was 10 years 
ago? I’m going to ask Cosell’s 
wife if he’s the same now as he 
was two years ago. Actually, I’m 
going to ask his girl friend. His 

wife hasn’t seen him in years. 
“Black people like Howard 
Cosell. That surprised me at 
first. But then I found out why. 
Black people like to see a white 
guy-make a fool out of himself.” 
The questioning grew serious 
as a black student asked Ali for 
advice about the busing prob- 
lem. At first he professed to 
know nothing about it, then he 
delivered an answer that shock- 
ed his young, liberal listeners. 
“God made us in nations, famil- 
ies and tribes. It’s best to be with 
your own. Why upset a whole 
neighborhood just to say, ‘I can- 
go where I want to’?” He illus- 
trated with a broad burlesque of 
Chinese music, followed by a 
rendition of a Latino tune. These 
are different cultures, Ali said, 
and they shouldn’t be forced to 
mingle. “I admire Governor Wal- 
lace,” he went on, explaining 
that Wallace speaks the truth 
when he claims that blacks and 
whites coexist on better terms in 
Alabama than in Northern ci- 
ties. But he made clear that he 
was. preaching the Muslim doc- 
trine of self-help and black capi-

Gin on the Links, Genius on the Diamond

It may be because of the vaga- 
ries of the occupation of most of 
the contestants — the vast ma- 
jority of them are bartenders — 
but it is an even money bet that 
when a golfer refers to a “lie’’ in 
connection with the Punters Pub 
Open, he is probably not dis- 
cussing the position of the ball. 


After all, bartenders tend to be 
pretty social animals anyway, 
particularly in the company of 
other bartenders. (The proverb- 
ial ‘“‘busman’s holiday” - aside, 
you don’t find barbers hanging 
around other barbers’ shops on 
their days off, but on any given 
evening at many Boston sal- 
oons, a poll of the patrons draped 
over the bar at last call would 
find that about half of them dis- 
pense gin at some other estab- 
lishment. And when is the last 
time you saw one bartender shut 
another one off, regardless of 
condition or the hour?) Add to 
this a well-developed tolerance 
of bullshit and the natural cam- 
eraderie one might expect from a 
group of people whose pro- 
fession is distinguished by the 
fact that it is the only one this 
side of the State House where 
embezzlement from one’s em- 
ployer is so widely tolerated that 
it is not only expected, but wide- 
ly regarded as an adjunct to the 
job and you have, well, a bunch 
of natural-born golfers... . 

The Punters Pub Open, con- 
ceived and sponsored four years 
ago by Steve Newman of the 
Huntington Avenue pub and 
Paul Kelly of On the Rocks in 
Mashpee, is still going strong, as 
witness last week’s latest, the 
Spring PPO held at the Pocas- 
set Golf Club on the Cape. (The 
semiannual tourney is also held 
each autumn at the South Shore 
Country Club.) And while em- 
ployment at some saloon isn’t a 
requirement, the balance of the 
field is invariably filled out with 
diehard habitues and patrons of 
the barroom circuit. (An at- 


tempt to slip a low-handicap 
ringer into the tournament 
would be utterly futile, for the 
very elementary reason that he 
would probably expire from alco- 
hol poisoning by the fourth hole; 
under optimum conditions, 


booze is virtually force-fed to the , 


contestants between holes.) It is 
probably worth noting that PPO 
regulars would for the most part 
rather, say, go hunting with 
Charlie Starkweather than risk 


the presence of a ‘potentially ~ 


scrupulous scorekeeper in their 
own foursome. 


The event, which is rapidly be- 
coming an institution, has its 
built-in equalizer in the “‘Calla- 
way Handicap System” it em- 
ploys in determining the even- 
tual winners — and there are lots 
of those. The system was origin- 
ally designed to offset possible 
disparities in handicaps from 


‘one course to the next as well as 


to balance a very unbalanced 
field. In practice, by the time the 
tabulations have been com- 
pleted, few players are in any 
condition to care very much who 
wins the awards, but by way of 
illustration, the high gross for 
the day, a 159 belonging to Frank 
Tees, became a reasonably 
respectable 81, while my 108, 
pared by handicap to a 76, won 
the “low net, under 100” trophy; 
on the other hand, Buddy Pow- 
ers, whose legitimate 78 dis- 
placed two-time winner Ross 
Jones as the overall champ for 
low gross, wound up out of the 
money when it came to net score. 

Since the day begins with a 
well-stocked bus ride from Bos- 
ton to the Cape, progresses 
through the afternoon with a 
beer-laden caddy cart circling

With each passing day and 
shot, it becomes more apparent 
that this area, particularly this 
city, just might be the most ten- 
nis-fanatic in the whole coun- 
try. Finding an empty tennis 
court in Boston is getting harder 
than understanding why we need 
a 5:30 news show before the 6 
o'clock one. Yet the daily news- 
papers would rather run a To- 
day’s Special on Buddy Hunter 
than give tennis the coverage it 
merits. And the local television 
stations seem to regard the sport 
as a ratings-grabber right up 
there with Look Up and Live. 

It should have surprised no 
one this week, you see, that: 


(a) Rod Laver, Roy Emerson, 


and Vijay Amritraj were in Bos- 
ton at a Monday morning press 
conference to promote the Volvo 
International Tennis Tourna- 
ment, which this year will be 
held August 4-11 in New Hamp- 
shire’s Mount Washington Val- 
ley. All the Volvo is is one of two 
$100,000 tennis tournaments 
that New England will host in 
the month of August. 

(6) Function Room B at the 57 
Complex, where the conference 
was held, was loaded with me- 
dia people even if it was 11 a.m. 
and there was no free liquor. 

(c) The most important daily 
newspaper in town, the Boston 
Globe, did not have anyone in 
attendance, proving once again 
that if Bud Collins isn’t*in Bos- 
ton to fight for tennis coverage in 
his paper, then there isn’t any 
tennis coverage in his paper. 

The Volvo, of course, is ten- 
_nis’s answer to The Eiger Sanc- 
tion, up there as it is in the 
White Mountains, in addition to 
being the second of ‘three major 
professional tournaments to be 

. played in New England in 1975. 
The first was the enormously 
successful Virginia Slims event 
at Boston University back in 
March, which drew overflow 
crowds to both Case Center and 
Walter Brown Rink. The Volvo, 
which this year will invite 64 
players, is the second. And the 
third is the US Professional 
Championship at Longwood, 
August 17-26, which once again 
directly precedes the US Open at 
Forest Hills. Since the Open will 
be played on clay this year and

Longwood went to clay last year, 
the US Pro could draw the fin- 
est field in its proud history. 

In fact, now that Forest Hills 
has decided to play on clay, any 
clay court tournament this sum- 
mer will take on new eminence. 
This is probably the major rea- 
son why the Volvo people, in af- 
filiation with the Mount Wash- 
ington Chamber of Commerce 
(the only C of C in the country to 
help support a tennis tourna- 
ment), decided to inflate the 
draw from 32 to 64 and jack the 
prize money up into six figures. 

“Coming, as we do, three 
weeks before the Open,” Volvo 
tournament director Jim West- 
hall says, ‘“‘we feel that we be- 
come that much more attractive 
to the players. Combine that 
with the additional prize money 
and a setting that we think is the 
most beautiful in the world, and 
you can see why Volvo was so re- 
luctant to let the thing die.” 

The tournament almost did 
die during the past year when 
the Mount Washington Devel- 
opment Company went bank- 
rupt. The company ran the 
Mount Washington Hotel in 
Bretton Woods, N.H., where the 
event has been held the last 
three years. Even though the ho- 


tel will. be open this summer, 
with the development company 
down and out there was no way 
the place could host a tennis 
tournament. But Westhall, who 
in the time he has run this tour- 
nament has become no stranger 
to adversity, came up with a new 
site in nearby North Conway, 
convinced the Chamber of Com- 
merce that it needed a brand 
new 9000-seat tennis facility and 
that it should find some local en- 
trepreneurs to bankroll the fa- 
cility, and decided to change the 


tournament from ‘“B” to “A”, 


status in the worldwide Grand 
Prix by increasing the prize 
money. 

“We've felt that we were big- 
league all along, 
“Now we want the players to 
find out that we really are.” 


Laver, who attended the last 
few years in conjunction with the 
Laver-Emerson Tennis Holiday 
run at the Mount Washington 
Hotel, will be playing again this 
year, defending the champion- 
ship that he won last year 
against Harold Solomon.

“I’ve always enjoyed coming 
to this part of the country,” La- 
ver says. “And it doesn’t sur- 
prise me at all that New Eng- 
land can support two $100,000 
tournaments so close to each 
other. The touring pros found 
out a long time ago, thanks to Ed 
Hickey, how crazy you all are 
about tennis around here.” La- 
ver is referring to the early days 
of the US Pro, when Hickey kept 
professional tennis alive in this 
town through sheer strength of 
will and saving empty Pepsi bot- 
tles.

Suddenly, two privates from the 
Midwest find themselves in the 
limelight. “It’s scary,” Barbara 
confesses. “It’s a place I’ve never 
been before. I’ve always been a 
supporter of things, but I’ve 
never actually been up there in 
the front, leading the fight.” 

“T suppose, in a sense, we’re 
martyrs,’ said Debbie. “But you 
know? I like it. I’m finding out 
what I really believe in.” 

Barbara and Debbie say 
they’ve gained much support 
and strength from their own re- 
lationship and from the gay com- 
munity. ‘Our friends in the com- 
pany have been great,” said 
Debbie. ‘‘They say they’ll do 
anything they can to help us 
out.” 

Unfortunately, the organiza- 
tion the women were taught to 
trust has not lived up to that 
trust. They say that some Army 
personnel have been helpful, but 
Debbie admits, ‘“There’s no way 
we're going to get support from 
the Army, because even if they 
feel we’re right, no one’s going to 
lay their jobs on the line for two 
measly privates.” 

When asked about their fut- 
ure plans, Barbara and Debbie 
hesitated. ‘‘We want to win our 
case and stay in the Army. But if 
we lose, we don’t really know 
what we're going to do,” said 
Debbie.

characterization of the Progressive Labor 
Party May Day march as the work of 
“police agents” (May 13th Phoenix). 

I don’t see why 1500-2000 people (35 
percent minority, 50 percent working 
class) marching in a militant but dis- 
ciplined manner against racism and 
fascism, and for jobs, better schools, and 
socialist revolution can be called a 
provocation. 

The political foresight of the PLP in 
organizing defense teams saved about 100 
of we early arrivers from getting our heads 
beaten in by an organized gang of racists 
armed with bats. Regardless of what Sid 


Blumenthal chooses to believe, I was 
there, and I saw this ratpack come across 
the road screaming “Charge!” Warned 
beforehand by observers, the defense 
team met them and pounded the crap out 


of them (although they were out- 


numbered by more than two to one). 
Friends in South Boston later told us that 
the police assisted ROAR in organizing 
this goon squad. 

Ail this was happening while the police, 
who the city said had to be there to 
“protect” us, sat on their asses one 
quarter of a mile away hoping for a racist 
victory. When they realized their plan 
had failed, these cowards intervened on 
motorcycles to save their defeated pals. 
They beat many of our friends over the 
head while screaming the usual police 
filth like, “This will teach you to come to 
South Boston, you n———— loving Jew 
bastards.” 

Nevertheless the team’s brave and 
justified action prevented the marchers 
from being dispersed before the march 
could begin. When we were showered with 
rocks and bottles at the outset of the 
march, we kept ranks and refused to be 
provoked. Along Columbia Rd. we were 
warmly received by white, latin, and 
black onlookers. 


ROAR is fascist, meaning it has 
organized an aggressive mass base to 
carry out physical attacks on black people 
and other progressive individuals and 
groups. Ignoring ROAR and conceding 
South Boston and Dorchester as ““ROAR’s 
turf’ will help ROAR grow. Standing up 
to this virus and calling it by its real name 
will mobilize the silent majority of white 
anti-racists in South Boston and 
throughout the city to defeat it. 

Obviously Sid Blumenthal disagrees 
with the PLP over what constitutes ~ 
provocation and what constitutes 
legitimate and necessary militancy. But I 
would at least advise him not to be so 
quick to accept the lies of the Boston 
police and media in the future.

direct and meaningful involvement in Boston ° 
Public Schools. In addition to their expertise, 
they will help make public education relevant 
to today’s job market —a longtime failure of 
Boston's schools. 

The creation of magnate schools will offer 


‘educational and vocational choices to all 


students. 

Organized citizen participation through com- 
munity councils is another excellent part of 
the plan. Large urban school systems too 
often tend to shut out individual input and 


control. 


In addition, plans for racial balance are flexible, 
constitutional, and attempt to maintain local 
identity within recognizable communities, 
although proponents and opponents of inte- 
gration have criticized it, we think it is a good 
compromise. 

Boston 7 believes that the Masters’ Plan is 
excellent. However, it is important that we 
don't drag our feet and get cynical. Now is 
the time to move swiftly to make an inevitable 
change a good one.

Watertown Square would seem an un- 
likely hotbed of artistic activity. You’d 
never guess that behind closed and un- 
marked doors there the WGBH New Te- 
levision Workshop is lodged. Under its . 
auspices, video art, which Jonathan Price 
aptly described three years ago as ‘“‘tele- 
vision with pride in itself,” is coming into 
its own. Workshop director Dorothy Chi- 
esa is proud and excited: ‘““The galleries 
are just going to video art now, the muse- 
ums are starting to pick it up. The mar- 
ket is snowballing — there’s no stopping it 
now. It’s no longer going to be called a 
bastard form.” 

The field certainly does seem to be bur- 
geoning. Leo Castelli, among New York’s 
most prestigious and trend-setting art 
dealers, is now distributing videotapes. 
The Museum of Modern Art and the’ 
Whitney have gotten into the act. Video 
festivals have mounted in Caracas and 
New York. When the Mass. Council on 
the Arts announced grants for work in vi- 
deo, it was deluged with applications. 
And the WGBH Workshop is in the fore- 
front of the movement. According to the 
New Yorker,.of the three such facilities in 
the US (the other two are associated with 
WNET in New York and with KQED in 
San Francisco), the ramshackle outfit in 
Watertown Square is regarded by artists 
as the finest.

an “cultural terrorist” (Allan Kaprow’s 
phrase) commemorated his pioneering. 
An avant-garde composer very much in- 
fluenced by John Cage, Paik was demol- 
ishing musical instruments when the Who 
were still in knee-pants, and collaborat- 
ing with Yoko Ono long before John Len- 
non did. He was even busted once — for 
staging his “Opera Sextronique,” which 
starred cellist Charlotte Moorman play- 
ing in various stages of undress. Not con- 
tent with savaging pianos, violins and 
concert hall decorum, in 1963 Paik pur- 
chased 13 used television sets and began 
wreaking havoc on their insides. He dis- 
covered that fiddling with the tubes and 
wires produced bizarre and intriguing im- 
ages, and he’s been hooked on video ever 
since, contriving such novelties as the 
“TV Bra” (worn, naturally, by Ms. Moor- 
man) and, with engineer Shuya Abe, de- 
vising here in Boston the Paik-Abe video- 
synthesizer, which can run any image 
through infinite changes: distending it, 
suffusing it with collors, fragmenting it 
into scintillating bits. 

The videosynthesizer was an impor- 
tant technological advance that helped 
make video art possible. A second was the 
discovery and utilization of video feed- 
back, the visual equivalent of the audio 
feedback rock musicians have long ex- 
ploited. Just as when an electric guitar is 
turned towards its amplifier, crazy things 
start to happen when a television camera 
is pointed at its monitor. As you twiddle 
the camera’s focus and f-stop, the moni-

“Boston 
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Three Comedies in Search of a Laugh

The primary measure of the 
mettle of a comedy is, but of 
course, whether or not it makes 
you laugh. Another good (and 
sometimes equally important) 
yardstick is the Test of Time: 
you wait a few days or weeks and 
then try to remember what, if 
anything, you were laughing at. 
Now that I have a fortnight’s 
worth of hindsight on (a) The 
Happy Hooker, (b) The Return 
of the Pink Panther and (c) 
Monty Python and the Holy 
Grail, I find myself remem- 
bering these three comedies (a) 
fairly fondly, (b) barely at all 
and (c) only when absolutely 
forced to do so. 

Most of Monty Python has 
proved to be eminently forget- 


table; in fact, only one scene 
stays with me in any detail. One 
fo the film’s hyperthyroid zanies 
is galumphing through the forest 
when he meets the Black 
Knight, who picks a fight with 
him. So they engage in some 
swordplay and our hero lops off 
the Black Knight’s arm. (A gey- 
ser of comic blood spurts from 
the stump.) But the amputee 
wants the battle to continue and 
it does — until his other limbs 
have been removed with similar 
delicacy. Even so, he squirms 
around in a manner that indi- 
cates that he’s still feeling con- 
tentious. There is nothing par- 
ticularly remarkable about the 
sequence itself but the fact that 
a portion of the audience seemed 
to find it amusing is very strange 
indeed. 

Monty Python's brand of com- 
edy is largely verbal, relying on 
strenuously absurd incon- 
gruities (e.g. Do coconuts mi- 
grate? How about a Trojan Rab- 
bit instead of a Trojan horse?) 
that are far too strained and 
repetitive to qualify as good- 
hearted nonsense. And yet non- 
sense is the Python troupe’s evi- 
dent objective; there is seldom 
any wit to their carryings-on, but 
often considerable silliness. Not 


-having seen the group’s pre- 


vious film and television efforts, 
I don’t know whether there’s any 
truth to the rumors that they can 
be funny when they try. 

The Return of the Pink 
Panther is a movie I -have to 
struggle to remember; its plot is

negligible, its direction very or- 
dinary (as are all of the perform- 
ances save Sellers’s and Herbert 
Lom’s), and its leading man up 
to his very old tricks for only 
about half of the running time. 
(The other half keeps him off- 
screen; a tedious 15-minute dia- 
mond heist precedes his initial 
entrapce.) Peter Sellers’s Inspec- 
tor Clouseau is still wonderful, 
and his various foibles and mis- 
pronunciations provide ample 
excuse for seeing this Pink Pan- 
ther sequel. But Clouseau, like 
so many leading characters in 
followups, has been blown way 
out of proportion: the film treads 
water whenever he is absent. 
Sellers must shoulder the full 
weight of the production with- 
out any of the backdrop or di- 
rectorial support he once en- 
joyed. Blake Edwards takes it 
surprisingly easy this time, rely- 


ing on standard broad comedy 
techniques and supplying almost 


nothing novel. The bland com-. 


petence of this effort seems espe- 
cially disappointing after his in- 
tricate, painstaking Tamarind 
Seed last year. Like that film, 
Panther has an exceptional 
credit sequence. 

The Happy Hooker begins as a 
band of call girls are being book- 
ed by the police, then flashes 
back to the arrival of their Dutch 
madam, Xaviera Hollander, in 
the United States. Xaviera is a 
fun-loving innocent at first, but 
after her Oedipal fiance and her 
stuttering French lover both jilt 
her, she becomes a bit more 


.. practical. She decides to go into 


a business whose central con- 
cern, as the film sees it, is ““mak- 
ing people happy,”’ and the rest 
of the story details her acumen 
and dedication rather than her

sexual proclivities. To deem- 
phasize further the sexual as- 
pects of the tale, Lynn Redgrave 
is appealing but unattractive in 
the title role; whenever she does 
play a sex scene (generally in 
black lace underwear), one 


wishes she’d put the rest of her 


clothes back on. Redgrave’s per- 
formance is remarkable to the 
extent that it transcends the 
inadequacies and contradic- 
tions inherent in the role. 


Some of the nicest touches 
here are unspoken, such as the 
way several of the call girls re- 
semble Cosmopolitan cover 
models or the incongruity of the 
hookers in their work clothes 
trudging along a grimy New 
York sidewalk at sunrise. But- 
the best thing about The Happy 
Hooker is the surprising turn- 
about of its having been made. 
into a conventional story, and of 
its having been made at all. The 
film radiates a delight in its own 
freakishness, something that will 
doubtless be lost on the lively, 
outspoken patrons of the Saxon 
Theater, who presumably expect 
some kind of soft-core porn. 

As I left the Saxon, the canny 
observations of various aud- 
ience members still ringing in 
my ears (“Who wantsa pay $100 
an hour to squirt whipped cream 
on a broad?’’), I spied a fam- 
iliar-looking man who, as it turn- 
ed out, was familiar; he had been 
in the film, playing the vice cop 
who busts Xaviera (his name is 
Owen Hollander, no relation). 


This was a stroke of good for- 
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-tune, since I had been unable to 

ascertain anything about Nich- 
olas Sgarro, The Happy Hooker’s 
uneven though apparently tal- 
ented director. I- learned that 
this is Sgarro’s first feature, but 
on its evidence we will be seeing 
more of him in the future. 


CORNBREAD, EARL, AND 
ME. Produced and directed by 
Joe Manduke. Written by 
Leonard Lamensdorf. With 
Moses Gunn, Rosalind Cash, 
Larry Fishburne III and Keith 
Wilkes. At the Savoy. 

THWACK! Cornbread puts 
the ball on the floor. WHOOSH! 
Cornbread soars up over the rim. 
SWISH! Cornbread never miss- 
es. Keith “Smooth as Silk” 
Wilkes, the NBA rookie of the 
year, plays Cornbread stiffly, 
but likably; it’s important that 
the viewer like Cornbread be- 
cause Cornbread, Earl, and Me 
is about his murder by the po- 
lice. 

Cornbread is the neighbor- 


hood wunderkind, the kid who’s 
escaping the ghetto and going to 
college on the strength of his 
prowess on the basketball court. 
He escapes the numbers run- 
ners (“Runnin’ for me will pay 
you more than runnin’ up and 
down a wooden floor’’), the dope 
pushers and the gangs, but not 
the cops. They cut Cornbread 
down on a dark, rainy after- 
noon, having mistaken him for a 
suspect they’re chasing. (All big 
black guys look alike.) 

The police plant dope on a 
store-owner to force him to deny 
that Cornbread was in his shop 
when the crime was committed. 
They threaten to stop welfare 
checks to the mother of Wilford, 
the 12-year-old “Me” of the title 
who witnessed the shooting, un-;: 
less she shuts Wilford up. To 
protect themselves, the police 
terrorize the entire neighbor- 
hood. 

Joe Manduke directs exceed- 
ingly well, until the film’s con- 
trived and unconvincing conclu- 


sion (moved by Wilford’s testi- 
mony, the judge, cops — and 
probably the court stenographer 
— at a tedious Perry Mason- 
style inquest see the light and 
clear Cornbread’s name). The 
murder is excitingly shot: the an- 
gry crowd gathering around his 
bleeding body, the frightened 
eyes of the cops, all rendered in a 
powerful montage of faces and 
movement. The slow-motion se- 
quences of Cornbread doing his 
_ thing on the schoolyard courts 
are lovingly shot and do justice 
to the poetry of the game. 
Cornbread, Earl, and Me is a 


well-intentioned film, but too 


low-key for its own good. It lacks 
the powerful performances of a 
Claudine, or the action of a Su- 
perfly. It deserves an audience, 
but where it will find one is a 
mystery.

SILENT NIGHT, EVIL

Red and blue Christmas lights 
festoon the sorority house. In- 
side, the girls are giggling, drink- 
ing and generally making merry. 
Outside, slipping in and out of 
shadows, something foul watches 
and waits. 

Silent Night, Evil Night is a 
film about feminine fears. It in- 
cludes gibbering obscene phone 
calls groaned in Exorcist tones 
(“Let me lick your pretty pink 
cunt”’), a boyfriend who vows re- 
venge if his girl gets an abortion 
(“You selfish bitch, how can you 
murder our child?”), and, of 
course, slavering fiends leaping 
out of closets. Four women are 
killed in various unpleasant 
ways until the last, Olivia 
Hussey, is left alone, unpro- 
tected, trapped in the house with 

. with whom? 

I'm not going to tell. I’m not 
going to tell because I don’t 


know. The story is awfully 
muddled. Director Bob Clark 
tries to give the ending a twist, 
but all he succeeds in doing is 
twisting the audience out of its 
ae and out the door, grumb- 
ing. 

Before the grumbling (‘This 
film ain’t got enough brains to 
shove up a bluebird’s ass,” mut- 
tered one woman) started, Si- 
lent Night’s audience was 
treated to all the stock horror 
techniques: creaking doors, fish- 
eye lenses, amplified breathing, 
etc. But Bob Clark’s sensitivity 
to objects raises his film a cut 
above the usual horror cheapie. 
The sorority house, with its dark 
wooden paneling and Victorian 
furniture, is artfully juxtaposed 
with the girls’ rock posters and 
modern clothes. A murder is 
enacted with a glowing glass 
animal collection in the fore- 
ground. Clark has a way with im- 
ages but not, apparently, with a 


story.

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Gorilla: James Taylor Gets Settled

Having on the occasion of 
James Taylor’s previous two al- 
bums, One Man Dog and Walk- 
ing Man, possibly spent my cre- 
dibility defending somewhat in- 
ferior products against the ac- 
ross-the-board contempt of the 
man’s detractors, I feel a little 
like the scientist who shouted 
“Eureka!” once too often. Most 
of the reactions to Taylor seem- 
ed knee-jerk cynicism, a willful 
lack of empathy for the lyrical 
way out of things. I’d been 
charmed by the first three lol- 
ling, deceptively schizy albums 
and was appalled by the venom 
they elicited. (Perhaps it was 
simply that James, heroin prob- 
lems and all, had become a Time 
cover story. Worse things had 
happened to some of his prede- 
cessors.) In point of fact, One 
Man Dog and Walking Man were 
disappointments to me, the lat- 
ter especially, but I couldn’t 
write off his oeuvre because of 
two relative failures. 

Now that James has finally 
made another wholly satisfying 
album, Gorilla (Warner Bros.), 
alleviating a post-Mudslide Slim 
drought of four years, we can see 
a little better why those two in- 
tervening albums could not suc- 
ceed. Taylor is clearly not a com- 
mercial writer, ever eager to un- 
zip his imagination and whip out 
his metaphors; indeed, he’s not 
even so able and willing a song- 
smith as Paul Simon, who needs 
only to let the nails of his pick- 
ing fingers grow out before he’s 
ready to craft his glib, glistening 
tunes. Nor is he like Joni Mit- 
chell, who exercises her musical 
skills as easily and in much the 
same way as those pre-technolo- 
gical litterateurs whose every let- 
ter was written more deftly than 
most of the novels of today. 


James Taylor, like the even 
slower-working Jackson Browne, 
needs a muse for his music, and 
the muse has been pain. Pleas- 
ure usually seemed to consti- 
pate him creatively; pain issues 
forth those combinations, at 
once calming and disturbing, of 
dark lyrics and light tunes (Sun- 
ny Skies is possibly the best il- 
lustration of this — it may not. 
yet have dawned on some listen- 
ers how utterly despairing the 
song is, though the line “‘Ain’t it 
just like a friend of mine to hit 
me from behind?” in the cheer- 
ful-sounding “Carolina In My 
Mind” is equally striking). The 
high quality and completeness of 
the songs on Gorilla suggest that, 
for Taylor, a well-developed psy- 
chological matrix in which whole 
ideas can be formed is even more 
necessary than pain. One Man 
Dog, though it displayed the lof- 
ty harmonic ideas that have be- 
come another of his appealing 
trademarks, was full of fits and 
starts. As on Walking Man, the 
songs were little more than riffs, 
inchoate musical ideas; only the 
grouping on the album’s second 
side (numbers five through 10) 
had any kind of shape, and that 
was somewhat jerrybuilt. The 
one true song on One Man Dog 
was “Don’t Let Me Be Lonely 
Tonight,” pretty, but so obvi- 
ously forced that James disown- 
ed it onstage. 

What was happening here was 
that marriage and its conse- 
quences disrupted a pattern of 
life in which Taylor had long 
been settled (and, of course, un- 
settled). The numbers on the 
first three lps drew from a deep 
pool of emotions, concepts and 
symbols; they were as complete 
and worked-out as James him- 
self, who was always quite clear- 
ly aware of his problems if not of 


what to do about them. Only 
now as his new pattern of life be- 
gun to be defined. His marriage 
and his child now being facts of 
life, Taylor has material to work 
with — and from. He’s ready to 
confront well-defined problems, 
bringing to bear on them his al- 
most naive honesty, his lovely 
way with language and his re- 
gained ability to construct ac- 
cessible songs that don’t rely on 
traditional commercial formu- 
lae for their form. 

The most affecting examples 
of this are “You Make It Easy,” 
which ends the first side of Gor- 
illa, and “I Was A Fool To 
Care,”’ which begins the second. 
The former finds our temporar- 
ily unhappy married man in a 
bar “buying drinks and keeping 
tight.”’ Present, naturally, is a si- 
ren luring James to shipwreck, 
making it easy “for a man to 
fall.” Realism battles back: 
“Now me and my wife/We’ve got 
the rest of our life/To make this 
thing right/But you and me will 
only see tonight/So baby won’t 
you turn me down/And point me

out the door.” James’s singing 
here is extraordinary, especially 
for one so often accused of a lack 
of expressivity. His pained car- 
ess of the word “easy” is the 
tune’s perfect center; what 
makes it (and “You Make It 
Easy” as a whole) so difficult to 
achieve, and so powerful, is its 
sustaining of tension. “I Was A 
Fool To Care” is much the same: 
James is aware of the cautions he 
blocked out on his path to love 
‘***Cause love is so unwise/And 
love has no eyes.” In fact, he 
grants, the doubters may have 
been right, but that’s something 
he’ll have to live with: “I was a 
fool to care/But I don’t care/Ev- 
en if I was a fool.” 

It’s been said that the less a 
writer has to say, the better he or 
she seems to say it, and vice ver- 
sa. One Man Dog and Walking 
Man, surely the emptiest things 
Taylor has ever done, displayed 
better singing and more imagi- 
native production and arrang- 
ing than did the first three al- 
bums. The horn parts on the for- 
mer were stunning and bore a

strong similarity to the vocal 
harmonies James had begun to 
employ. Some of the force was 
taken out of those harmonies by 
the use of a vox humana on 
Walking Man, but Taylor’s sing- 
ing retained its radiant clarity. 
(All of Walking Man suffered 
from David Spinozza’s bland 
and heartless ‘‘session jazz” pro- 
duction, of which the vox huma- 
na is an apt symbol.) Gorilla is 
brimming with those roseate. 
harmonies, and though Taylor 
does beautifully by himself (he’s 
startlingly at ease with basso 
profundo and falsetto), the most 
exciting things are done by the 
inevitable Graham Nash and 
David Crosby. Their simple 
CSNY-style work on “Mexico,” 
one of Taylor’s most singable 
tunes, is merely luxurious. On 
the lyrically obscure ‘‘Light- 
house,” however, Crosby croons 
delicately, a fourth below James, 
before he and Nash slam into a 
chorus that “‘shines’’ like the 
song’s central image (Russ Kun- 
kel achieves much the same feat 
on drums, his strictly metered 
but rolling gait a classic ex- 
ample of soft-edged drumming). 
I should add that Carly Simon 
sounds at home singing below 
James on a relaxed, nicely exe- 
cuted “How Sweet It Is,” and 
that Taylor’s acoustic guitar 
work throughout is as clean and 
nimble as his singing. 

Beyond the execution, what’s 
so nice about Gorilla is this: 
James Taylor need not be in ex- 
treme pain to produce a collec- 
tion of memorable songs (his 
paean to his daughter, “Sarah 
Maria,”’ attests to that); he 
simply needs a body of experi- 
ence viewed from a well-devel- 
oped perspective. And isn’t that, 
actually, what any real artist re- 
quires?

(Warner Bros.) 

The Beau Brummels have an 
impressive array of “firsts” in 
their scrapbook: the first Amer- 
ican band to emulate success- 
fully the British sound, the first 
San Francisco band (the echoes 
of Sal Valentino in Marty Bal- 
in’s vocals with the Jefferson 
Airplane should not have gone 
unremarked), the first folk-rock 
band (this before the genre had 
even been christened). They 
went on to record a song by Ran- 
dy Newman when only a hand- 
ful of people had heard of him, 
and made one of the earlier and 
best country-rock albums (Brad- 
ley’s Barn). And their original 
producer later made a name for 
himself as Sly Stone. 

As so often happens with peo- 
ple somewhat ahead of their 
‘time, it never caught up with 
them, and no one noticed when 
the remnants of the group dis- 
banded in 1968. Now, after res- 
pective stints with Harpers Bi- 


zarre, Stoneground, Pan and the’ 


like, the original personnel plus 
one (second guitarist Danny Le- 
vitt) is back, and their new al- 
bum, although it contains no fur- 
ther firsts, is a welcome reintro- 
duction. 

The remake of ‘“‘You Tell Me 
Why,” a considerable hit for 
them in 1965, shows how the 
group has matured: a lovely mel- 
ancholy has smoothed away the 
cruder ache of the original. Over 
the years Valentino has acquir- 
ed depth, resonance and polish. 
He can shade the intimate qua- 
ver in his voice however he pleas- 
es, adding a biting edge, slip- 
ping into honey-drippin’ ease, 
crooning with elegant mournful- 
ness. He was always an evoca- 
tive singer; now he’s a masterful 
one. 

Ron Elliott’s songs set wistful 
Americana and love that’s usu- 
ally in vain (the lyrics are by 
turns artful and slightly preci- 
ous) to folk-rock melodies that 
aren’t quite as distinctive as 
their arrangements. These lat- 
ter are gems: delicate mixes of 
multiple guitars (mostly acous- 
tic) that intertwine with shim- 
mering grace. Ted Templeman 
and Lenny Waronker produce 
with the softest of touches. 

Halfway through the second 
side, the touch becomes too soft. 
The record cries out for at least 
one aggressive number to jolt the 
rather genteel pace. Still, it’s an 
admirable album that reunites a 
group whose talents deserve to 
be belatedly rewarded.

If you missed the gala open- 
ing of Sandy’s Jazz Revival, you 
missed the impeccable vocals of 
Helen Humes. Best known for 
her work with the pre-WW II 
Basie band, Humes has spent 
much of the last decade in re- 
tirement. But from an unsteady 
return at a Newport 1973 con- 
cert, she has regrouped her tech- 
nical and emotional forces (she 
was the toast of New York’s ca- 
baret set all winter). Producer 
John Hammond here captures 
Humes with an intimate, sim- 
patico instrumental quintet in a 
collection of 10 ballads and blues 
that accurately captures her cur- 
rent command. 

Most good blues singers fail 
with Tin Pan Alley material, and 
vice versa. Not so Humes — she 
delivers “You've Changed” and 
“Every Now and Then” with a 
crystalline purity and subtlety of 
inflection, suggesting a more in- 
tense Ella Fitzgerald; and her 
blues, while generally less. spell- 
binding, allow the gritty funk of 
her Kentucky origins to over- 
shadow any inapposite tinge of 
Cafe Society. A constant feeling 
of relaxation and her rhythmic 
unpredictability unify the two- 
sided repertoire, melding most 
impressively on a “blues _ bal- 
lad,” “If I Could Be With You,” 
which is perhaps the finest per- 
formance of the set. 


The accompanying quintet 
should not be slighted in any as- 
sessment of the album’s suc- 
cess. Pianist Ellis Larkins sus- 
tains his reputation as a singer’s 
musician, especially in his high- 
ly colored introductions (“‘Good 
for Nothin’ Joe” is one of the 
best). Most of the solo space goes 
to George Benson’s guitar, as 
soulful and flexible as ever and 
perfectly in tune with the older 
musicians on the date. 

Joe Turner is another old-tim- 
er whose name conjures up im- 
ages of the swing era and who 
sounds better today than ever 
before. Turner’s backup band is 
unusual, to say the least: an 
R&B rhythm section led by gui- 
tarist Pee Wee Crayton and a 
trumpet section filled with vet- 
eran jazzmen. The presence .of 
Roy Eldridge, Harry Edison, 
Clark Terry and Dizzy Gillespie 


on the same session is bound to 
present instructive comparis- 
ons, though the overly casual at- 
mosphere and the predilection 
for long, rambling performances 
fail to provide challenges for the 
hornmen. Turner shouts lustily, 
apparently having himself a ball, 
especially on the lengthy “T.V. 
Momma.” He would be a per- 
fect artist for Sandy’s, but ill- 
ness keeps Turner off the road; 
with records as our only access to 
this still-thriving master, listen- 
ers would do better to consult his 
previous Pablo set with Count 
Basie (The Bosses).

Elliott Murphy: 
LOST GENERATION (RCA) 

A lot of the hype surrounding 
Elliott Murphy’s first album in- 
voked the name of Dylan. And, 
wearing foppish antique clothes 
in a blurred cover photo right off 
Bringing It All Back Home, 
Murphy didn’t exactly discour- 
age the comparison. More im- 
portant, the cuts on Aquashow 
had Dylan’s structure -— pro- 
minent lyrics punctuated by an 
aggressive harp break and back- 
ed up with Blonde on Blonde- 
style guitar and organ. He near- 
ly pulled it off. The lyrics weren’t 
going to make anyone drop out of 
school, but they were clever 
enough, and talked freely about 
middle-class roots in a way Dyl- 
an never could. 

The second album, Lost Gen- 
eration, is all too familiar. As in 
the debut Ip, Scott Fitzgerald is 
conjured up and Murphy’s con- 
ceit that we are reliving Ger- 
many’s Weimar era is milked ad 
nauseum. He’s no Nick Carra- 
way, so attempts at moralizing 
in songs like ‘“‘“Eva Braun” sound

simplistic and tasteless. Striv- 
ing to be bard of the "burbs, 
Murphy hands us his dilemmas; 
but whether it’s passing up ‘‘two 
cars ... and a sweet, sweet lie” 
or comforting his girlfriend dur- 
ing her “breakdown in Geneva,” 
he lacks Dylan’s desperate ur- 
gency and comes off instead as a 
preachy Lance Loud. 


‘The music hasn’t really chang- 
ed. Murphy still dresses his 
songs in the same Dylan-inspir- 
ed three-piece suit, only this 
time the material is more ex- 
pensive and the lapels are wid- 
er; his switch from Polydor to 
RCA has brought about a com- 


pletely new backup group and 


more sophisticated production. 
All of which brings a commerci- 
al sterility to many of the num- 
bers as well as giving him a ve- 
hicle for occasional drives into 
the land of Billy Joel. But these 
end up as secondary concerns, 
given the mediocrity of Mur- 
phy’s compositions. 
Scraping real hard for profun- 
dity on LG (don’t tell me that 
eone who drops every name 
from Andy Warhol to Ezra 
Pound sin’t asking for that), you 
might say that Elliott Murphy 
poses the musical question: af- 
ter quaaludes, what? And that’s 
being generous. After listening, 
you'll probably want to change 
the ‘“‘what?” to “why?” On this 


album cover, anemic Elliott with, 


his limp blond hair and pin- 
stripes stares at us plaintively 
while his bottom half fades into 
the all-white record jacket. Does 
he know the impact of his music 
has been bleached out? Should 
the album be retitled Bland on 
Bland? Why isn’t he another 
Bob Dylan? Who cares? — after 
stuff like this?

There are three things Todd 
Rundgren does superlatively. 
Show him anything with knobs 
and dials, like a 24-track mixing 
board in a modern studio, and 
he’s on to it immediately. Late- 
ly he’s been applying this same 
electronic affinity to synthesizer 
hardware (coached by master 
synthesist Roger Powell), and 


now he plays like the Voice of 
Entropy, with a typical (for him) 
mutant exuberance. He also 
plays guitar, somewhat like a 
crackly Rick Derringer but more 
impudently — because he’s been 
15 a lot longer. 


Yet the most important of his 
talents (commercially as well as 
in terms of structuring his al- 
bums) shows in his piano com- 
position, the best pop since the 
heyday of Brian Wilson. His suc- 
cess with more than a cult-fol- 
lowing stems from “I Saw the 
Light” and “Hello It’s Me,” and 
it is that same strain that has 
kept him from going totally 
round the bend in his parade of 
cosmic debris since A Wizard, a 
True Star. ‘‘Real Man,” the on- 
ly possible single I can detect on 
Initiation, is infinitely more 
soulful than “Young Americ- 
ans,”’ and extremely melodic be- 
sides (despite its being perform- 
ed not on a piano but largely on 
an ARP String Ensemble, whose 
sound suits his bucktoothed pro- 
gressivism so well it’s possible he 
participated in its develop- 
ment). 


Everything else on /nitiation 
attempts to recombine his three 
settings into one grand design. 
(To hear him tell it, “I was born 
to synthesize,’’ meaning not just 
his forays into electronic nirva- 
na but his jigsaw-puzzle arrang- 
ing.) The 36-minute piece that 
takes up side two, entitled “A 
Treatise on Cosmic Fire,”’ is the 
kind of thing 24-track mixing 
boards have nightmares about. 
As usual, his studiocraft is flaw- 
less, whether he’s overdubbing 
onto the syncopated ‘‘These 
Eyes” change that initiates these 
proceedings or ring-modulating 
the buzzsaw guitar that makes 
scattered appearances through- 
out. Most of the time, Rundgren 
is simply cramming all three of 
his modes together, looking for 
the right format. Unfortunately, 
my psychic induction circuits 
tripped out before the piece was 
half over, and unless you do your 
pranams toward Secret Sound 
Studios thrice daily, I suspect 
yours will, too. 

Pivotal to the conceptual suc- 
cess of this and future albums is 
whether he retains his pop craft. 
Certain quirks in his song con- 
struction, like the sloppy poly- 
rhythms created by singing nine 
syllables in a space meant for 
seven, suggest that he may be 
paralyzing his own sense of total 
control. Also sloppy is his philo- 
sophy: despite expressing clear 
misgivings about the nirvana 
culture (‘Eastern Intrigue’’) he 
is still stumbling blithely away 
in search of the “Vishudda” — 
sounds (according to Todd) be- 


yond ears.

WITHOUT FEATHERS by Woody AI- 
len, Random House, 210 pp, $7.95. 
ON BEING FUNNY: WOODY AL- 
LEN AND COMEDY by Eric can, 
Charterhouse, 235 pp, $8.95. 

Woody Allen’s first collection of pieces, 
Getting Even (1972), is the funniest book 
I’ve ever read, if one computes such things 
by the number of times tears of laughter 
blur the printed page before you. My on- 
ly other experience of a similarly moist 
state of joy was when S.J. Perelman caus- 
ed me to wet my pants in high school. 
(Not surprisingly, Allen owes a big debt to 
Perelman.) 

It dismayed me, then, to discover a cou- 
ple of years ago when I taught Getting Ev- 
en to an adult education class that not ev- 
eryone shared my appreciation of Alan 
Stewart Konigsberg. No one in my class 
could see what was so funny. Now, some- 
what sadly, I have my own reasons to 
complain. Without Feathers, Allen’s sec- 
ond collection of pieces that originally ap- 
peared in the New Yorker and the New 
Republic (plus a one-act play and a few 
previously unpublished schticks), sug- 
gests not a weakening of his comic power 
but, alas, its limits. 

He may have run out of one-liners. He 
has always relied on food imagery with 
stunning success, but now I think he has 
gone to the culinary well a few times too 
often. What can you say about a comic 
writer who uses “chives” three times in 
one book? That he should cultivate a 
more various herb garden? In ‘‘Examin- 
ing Psychic Phenomena,” Mr. Fenton AIl- 
lentuck dreams he is playing whist with a 
plate of chives. In ‘‘Lovborg’s Women 
Considered,” one of Scandinavian play- 


wright Jorgen Lovborg’s characters. 


smears his body with chives. And in “A 
Brief, Yet Helpful, Guide to Civil Dis- 
obedience,” Allen relates, ‘“‘A modified 
form of the Hunger Strike for those whose 
political convictions are not quite so rad- 
ical is giving up chives.” He employs 
“arch supports” twice, and references to 
“hatblocking”’ appear three times. There 
is altogether too much use of gravy in key 
lines and of people singing to animals — 
when the latter are not singing to them- 
selves. 

Perhaps Allen is only facilitating the 
forays of future graduate students by 
planting these motifs, but I lean toward 
the thesis that a certain kind of verbal fa-

tigue is setting in, and I think this is in- 
evitable. As Allen himself says in Lax’s 
book, “I’m going for the big laugh all the 
time. I want people to read it and laugh 
out loud.” He still gets those laughs (at 
least from me) most of the time, but the 
ambition itself is risky. The repertory of 
images can’t quite keep up with the de- 
mand for fresh foolishness. 

But what’s the beef? I may just be one 
of those people Allen was talking about 
when he said to a friend, “I want them to 
laugh so hard they’ll hate me.” If Allen 
does misfire periodically in “Guide to Ci- 
vil Disobedience”’ (a miscellaneous me- 
thod of civil disobedience is “Pretending 
to be an artichoke but punching people as 
they pass”), his ‘“The Whore of Mensa” 
recoups the modest loss. If he resorts once 
too often to “ears,” having one person cry 
and another laugh out of them, his “If 
The Impressionists Had Been Dentists” 
ranks with Tom Wolfe’s recent The Paint- 
ed Word as a critique of the painting 
world. If ““A Guide to Some of the Lesser 
Ballets” is a trifle tiresome, “Fabulous 
Tales and Mythical Beasts’’ takes 
Borges’s The Book of Imaginary Beings 
for a good ride. 

He is still one of the masters of the ba- 
thetic, perhaps his central technique, 
making the descent from the weighty to 
the vulgar with unparalleled virtuosity: 

“Astronomers talk of an inhabited 
planet named Quelm, so distant from 
earth that a man traveling at the speed 
of light would take six million years to 

get there, although they are planning a 

new express route that will cut two 

hours off the trip.” 


“To Lovborg, Moltvick represented 
the old, decadent, dying Europe. Net- 
ta, on the other hand, was the new — 
the vibrant, cruel Darwinian force of 
nature, which was to blow through 
Europe for the next fifty years and find 
its deepest expression in the songs of 
Maurice Chevalier.” 

This bathos is the perfect vehicle for a 
man who came late in life to serious read- 
ing; when he did, he was already an ac- 
complished funnyman and could feed 
Kierkegaard and Camus and Kant direc- 
tly into his comic mill. His favorite 
themes of God, Sex, Death and Love 
make frequent appearances here, but the 
gags now verge on the predictable — “I 
keep wondering if there is an afterlife and 
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Too Many 
Not Enough Chuckles 


if there is will they be able to sine a 
twenty?” I found his semi-serious God, a 
“play within a play within a play” Greek 
parody, to be only a return to adolescent 
comic formulae. 

Allen is beginning to have the sort of 
problem already plaguing another proto- 
Judaic narcissist, Philip Roth. Both are 
less authors of specific books than they

are authors of their own lives, and their 
tendency is to publish each little install- 
ment of their ongoing personal sagas. 
Roth has included in his first non-fiction 
collection, Reading Myself and Others, 
some pieces of extremely little merit, and 
Allen has done the same by allowing very 


minor works like ‘‘But Soft . . . Real Soft” 
and ‘Selections from the Allen Note- 
books” to interfere with the generally 
higher quality of the collection. 

Now, if you think Eric Lax’s On Being 
Funny is a critical study of Allen and the 
comic mode, you will be disappointed, for 
all you will get is a mild case of syco- 
phancy. Two-and-a-half years ago, Lax 
was commissioned by the Sunday New 
York Times Magazine to write an article 
on Allen, which he turned in on the day 
that Time put Woody on the cover. So 
much for Lax’s piece. But one of his edi- 
tors suggested that Lax do a whole book 
and he obliged with this one, although it 
is less a study than a swollen magazine 
feature. 

Sympathy, however, is in order for the 
author. When a man spends his creative 
life declaiming his private obsessions as 
Allen has, what then is left for the inter- 
viewer to rummage about for? Although 
Lax might possibly have investigated the 
mechanics of Allen’s humor, he chooses 
the company of platitudes: “One critic 
theorizes that, as Charlie Chaplin sym- 
bolizes the geographic and financial root- 


lessness of his era, Woody reflects the psy- 


chological and emotional rootlessness of 
ours.” Bingo! Allen tells Lax, who follow- 
ed him around for three years (and on the 
set of Sleeper), that he is purely instinc- 
tive, doesn’t try to do what he does so 
well; Lax, unfortunately, seems to take 
this as a cue to put away his critic’s tools 
and just punch buttons on his Sony. In 
one of those unhappy coincidences that 
book reviewers ought graciously to ig- 
nore, it so happens that this book is best 
characterized by its author’s surname. 

Lax does provide the vital stats: Allen 
as gag prodigy out of Brooklyn, television 
writer for Sid Caesar, as stand-up come- 
dian, filmmaker, director, actor, author, 
playwright, Allen as secure financially for 
life, but “insecure in most other ways. 
There is an interesting discussion of Al- 
len’s efforts to create in Sleeper a truly si- 
tuational and physical comedy, as oppos- 
ed to the previous movies that largely de- 
pended on Allen’s particular verbal skills 
and persona. But there is much too much 
description of the movie set. 

And there is too much minutiae altoge- 
ther, unrelieved by insight or even laugh- 
ter. The truth is that when Allen talks in- 
to the tape recorder, what he says rarely 
even brings a smile to your lips. 


Female stimulating male—his hand is on hers 


Don’t ask me to locate two recent books 
in the burgeoning tradition of sex man- 
uals, because my conception of that tradi- 
tion is pretty foggy, shaped more by peri- 
odic stints peering at these books in 
Reading International than by formal 
scrutiny. True, a lot of what’s going on in 
the pictures in The Joy of Sex, for in- 
stance, is more than mildly interesting, 
but seems to entail the sort of things 
many people do instinctively, should the 
occasion arise. Looking, then, at these 
books, and in many cases reading them, is 
more lascivious rehearsal than enlighten- 
ment. From a purely graphic point of 
view, any self-respecting citizen can now 
garner as much information about where 
to place hands and thighs, etc. from the 
offerings of Viva as from guides more spe- 
cifically designed to direct anatomical 
traffic. 

But there is obviously a market for at 
least some of these books in a society 
where both candor and impotence are on 
the rise. What I don’t understand is why 
we have so many. The just-released Il- 
lustrated Manual of Sex Therapy by 
Helen Singer Kaplan, MD, Phd (Quad- 
rangle, $14.95) doesn’t strike me as any 
great breakthrough, although that Dr. 
Kaplan is a psychoanalyst as well as the 
director of a sex clinic at Payne Whitney 
in New York does provide her with a good 
perspective and a sound sense of the dif- 
ferent orders of sexual dysfunction and 
their amenability to various modes of 
treatment. But here we get a section on 
“sensate focus,”’ a term coined by Mas- 
ters and Johnson to denote that period of 


therapeutic time during which a couple is 
asked to avoid intercourse and instead re- 
ceives instruction in mutual caressing. 
Seems to me I’ve read this stuff before. 
Then come chapters on erotic techniques 
employed for specific dysfunctions like 
frigidity, vaginismus, impotence, and re- 
tarded and premature ejaculation. 

If this book might be a valuable one for 
many people, particularly those not pre- 


(parenthetically) 


viously exposed to similar volumes, it is 
disgraced by a series of 39 pencil drawings 
in sepia that characterize the worst and 
most puerile aspect of the sexual manual 
genre. The man who appears in most of 
the drawings looks a lot like Derek San- 
derson; the woman like a blond Kather- 
ine Ross. They wear wedding bands in 
their sexual and not-so-sexual poses. 
Among the latter is a drawing of Derek 
dressed in shirt and pants, standing up, 
while Katherine, nude and kneeling in 
front of him, puts her right hand on his 
zipper. The caption reads: ‘Female 
stimulating male when he is partially 
clothed.”” The masterpiece of photo- 
gratuity, however, is four consecutive full- 
page sketches captioned: ‘‘Male mastur- 
bating — female’s back is turned” 
(woman gazes off into space as if lis- 
tening to distant music); ““Male mastur- 
bating — female in his arms”; “Female 
stimulating male — his hand is on hers”; 
“Female stimulating male’s penis near 
her vaginal entrance.’’ Unbelievable. 


Considering these pictures, one has to 
wonder why the artist didn’t also include 


some titled “Female stimulating male’s 


penis near subway entrance” or ‘Male 
masturbating — female out shopping.” 

A visitor to Paperback Booksmith on 
Boylston Street in Boston last Saturday 
night would have encountered this scene: 
five individuals have opened copies of a 
new book called Show me! A Picture 
Book of Sex for Children and Parents 
(St. Martin’s Press, $12.95) at a table dis- 
playing same, and all are engrossed in 
what they see, pausing now and then to 
exclaim “Why I never!” and “I’d never 
show this stuff to my kids!” 
fuss? A large-format book with 140 pages 
of enormous and technically beautiful 
photographs of nude children and adults, 
taken by the American photographer Will 
McBride with a text by Dr. Helga Fleisch- 
hauer-Hardt. Kids of all ages are exam- 
ining their own and each other’s genitals 
and breasts; 10-year-old boys have erec- 
tions; 13-year-olds fumble for sexual po- 
sition; parents make love; mothers nurse 
babies. Across the top of each page are 
printed actual remarks made by children 
when shown the photographs: “When my 
penis is stiff it FEELS GREAT”; “Mom- 
my, I’m sort of SCARED. I don’t WANT 
one of _ those things ete in my 
vagina.” te 

Intended as an “aid to ouinsiad enlight- 
enment”’ for both children and their par- 
ents, the book is so artfully realized that 
one suspects that there’s less substance 
than meets the eye. But I think there

might even be more; this is a profound 
slap in the face of American puritanism, 
profound even in this era of liberational 
jabs and uppercuts. For the moment, this 
is the last word in openness. After causing 
a small uproar in West Germany last 
year, where it was originally published by 
a house backed by that country’s Luther- 
an Church, only three American pub- 
lishing houses bid for it and St. Martin’s 
Press came up with the most dough. St. 
Martin’s, however, found that every 
paperback reprint house was “too hor- 
rified” to buy the rights, so the pub- 
lishing house has decided to come out 
with its own paperback edition. 

This book should become the bible of 
believers in total sexual freedom and en- 
lightenment for children; Fleischhauer- 
Hardt’s text at the end is a good recap of 
child psychology, with care taken to in- 
struct parents on ways to handle the 
child’s Oedipal conflict. With 24,000 
copies in the bookstores and 35,000 more 
on the way, Show Me! could pack quite a 
cultural punch. 

The Unitarian Church in this country 
has already adopted it for its sex educa- 
tion program. Only the FBI, always on top 


_of things, has expressed concern to St. 


Martin’s Press. Last week the agency call- 
ed and there ensued, according to PR peo- 
ple, “‘a meaningless conversation with 
some FBI flunkie” who wanted to know 
who else was publishing it and if the peo- 
ple at St. Martin’s were really going to 
have it distributed all across the country. 
Yes, Poopsie, they are.

The Fiction Collective 


SEARCHING FOR SURVIVORS by 
Russell Banks, The Fiction Collective, 
153 pp, $3.95. 

Russell Banks is an extremely engag- 
ing writer who spreads a wide net. In this 
collection there is diversity — from the 
Borgesian symmetries of “The Investi- 
ture” (wherein a princeling outwits his el- 
ders by playing with appearances at a cos- 
tume ball), to the fine, firm outlines of 
“The Lie’’ (in which the accidental slay- 
ing of one young boy by another is resolv- 
ed by framing a homosexual). The rami- 
fications of the lie are handled with a la- 
conic distance, irony and moral point wor- 
thy of Lardner. 

There are strong elements of New Eng- 
land in Banks’s writing, like the pru- 
dence of his story in which the New Left 
dream of secret meetings with Che at the 
Plaza Hotel yields, in the end, to reality. 
Yet if Banks writes in a New England tra- 
dition, it is a New England haunted by 
new ghosts. Where New England used to 
mean containment and threatened im- 
maculateness, brevity and tension, Banks 
is both desperate and relaxed. In a story 
about a man’s hunt for the remains of a 
younger brother who disappeared in a 
California trainwreck, this incident of a 
young Eastern sibling lost (or sacrificed) 
to the West Coast seems to illuminate 
Banks’s narrative style, which carries in- 
to New England both California’s con- 
versational warmth and some of its root- 
less indeterminacy. Along with his com- 
municativeness, there is often a sense of 
psychological uncertainty that eats up all 
the available space in the story and can 
turn reality into pure fantasy and back 
again. 

Despite his looseness, Russell can be 
dense: “The Drive Home” packs a sur- 
prising scope into a very few pages. Most- 
ly narrated by a man whose life and per- 
haps personality are disintegrating, it 
moves from his murder of a black lover’s 
child to his break-up with his wife. In a 
bus on the way to his parents, he outrage- 
ously sabotages the social maneuvers of a 
young extrovert whom he regards, with 
loving self-involvement, as his alter ego, 
and goes so far as to stomp the kid’s gui- 
tar in the bus aisle. 

In this kind of story, Banks is perhaps 
cheating us a little; although the mood of 
pathological intrusion is impressive, even 
intimidating, this mood is very far from 
whole truth. The main characters feel re- 
sentment towards anyone who, like their 
wives, has some insight into them; they 
seem to have a vested interest in eradi- 
cating all clues to their centers and in ex- 
periencing their illnesses only sympto- 
matically and piecemeal. While I respect 
their defenses up to a point, it would be 
interesting to be offered some of the clas- 
sified information. —Martin Washburn 


THE SECRET TABLE by Mark Mir- 
sky, The Fiction Collective, 167 pp, 
$3.95. 

A Chagall of the slums, Mark Mirsky 
develops his manic misery to its fullest in 
“Dorchester, Home and Garden,” the op- 
ening story in his new book. In “‘Dorches- 
ter,’ pure Jewish ethos wanders among 
the barricades of contemporary Boston 
streets. The writing is freewheeling and 
rich with nostalgia and prophetic inspir- 
ation. Encounters with ethnic groups that 
have displaced a once secure Jewry are 
harsh. 

I feel that Mirsky’s paean doesn’t quite 
make up in energy what it lacks in focus, 
and that his central mood tends to be a 
slight put-on that inhibits the sense of 
tragic respect implicit in the particular 
past he invokes. A shorter story, ‘‘“Mour- 
ner,” true to its own potency, does get 
rooted in a sense of the immigrant Jewish 
community, and displays of cabbalistic 


stories. 


power seem less like stage magic in the 
setting of a dying synagogue. “Onan” is 
an interesting attempt to re-feel Old Tes- 
tament legends, but finally no new vision 
of Onan and what his masturbatory vis- 
ion means emerges. —M.W. 


A case of black and white 


THREE WOGS by Alexander Ther- 
oux, David R. Godine, 216 pp, $3.95. 

In bringing out this edition, David R. 
Godine does honor to his taste and jus- 
tice to his author. Three Wogs is comic 
fiction of a terrific intensity, told in a 
prose that laughs at itself, its themes and | 
even its composer, a young American 
bearing tales against his British neigh- 
bors. They are bigots, it seems: they refer 
to people of color as “‘wogs.’’ Ostensibly 
indignant at such usage, Theroux pits 
three wogs against three Birtish bigots to 
make a book dedicated, in Latin, to the 
Holy Spirit, the source of all knowledge 
and wisdom. 

It’s the scale of Theroux’s irony that 
drives his book past the blame-shifting 
postures endemic to fiction on the theme 
of racial injustice. Three Wogs is exciting 
first of all because its author’s anger is 
unusually broad. The grubby realities-of 
racism in England are not mistaken for 
exceptions to a rule, and so these stories 
do not gag on them, but leave Theroux 
free to deploy his shrewdness, ingenuity 
and wit to direct narrative advantage. In 
the lead story, he pits Mrs. Proby, a para- 
digm of “those fat, gigantic women in 
London, all bum and elbow, who wear 
itchy tentlike coats, carry absurd bags of 
oranges, and usually wheeze down beside 
you on the bus” against Mr. Yunnum 
Fun, proprietor of a Chinese food store. 
It’s an impressive bout, building to a cli- 
max that warrants the details out of 
which it develops: as a work of pure de- 
sign, this story is unimpeachable. But The- 
roux is no cold contriver. He has an ear for 
the humanity that suffers as it hates, 
hears the injury behind the insult, and 
puts all this into Mrs. Proby’s mouth. 


“You see,’ she fumed, ‘we were al- 
ways taught that if people go mucking 
about and foraging around with yel- 
lows, blacks, or any other cribbage- 
faced nit who steps here and about as 
free as Dick's hatband in a country not 
his, well then, the country won't be 
worth tuppence.... Mark me well, we 
know what you’re about, too, and you 
are not, you heard me just say not, 
pulling the wool over anybody’s 
sheep’s clothing. Certainly not mine, 
least of all.’ ”’ 


If Mrs. Proby gets what she wants in 
the end, it’s because she has an ally in Mr. 
Fun. The other stories posit non-cooper- 
ative victims who thwart their oppres- 
sors. Taken for the novel it is said to be, 
then, Three Wogs allows us to extract the 
thesis that racial hostility is an exertion 
that declines. But I don’t read Three 
Wogs as a novel. It doesn’t pay: the final 
tale is the weakest of the three, and if I 
admire the first for its structural integ- 
rity, I love the middle of the book, 
“Childe Roland,” best of all. It’s an agon 
like the others, but the contestants are as 
nakedly contrasted as, weil, black and 
white. 

I do not read Three Wogs as a novel, but 
I can’t stop at describing it merely as an 
inconsistently effective collection of 
On the strengths of its prose 
alone, it is something more than a startl- 
ing debut. It is the arrival of a strong new 
voice in English prose whose book sur- 
vives its faults, resonates distinctly as it’s 
read, and retains its force afterwards. In 
its recognition that comedy encompasses 
tragedy, it both entertains and enlight- 
ens with an economy too rare to be any- 
thing but the mark of a serious artist hard 
at his work. —Timothy Evans 


Hotcakes 


A remarkable show is being held 
through June 27 at the Boston Public Lib- 
rary. “Children’s Books International”’ 
marks the first time that this country has 
hosted such a book fair. Children’s books 
from 50 nations are displayed on the first - 
floor, and even if you can’t read Hungar- 
ian, Greek or Chinese, you can at least 
look at the pictures. The event features a 
free program of children’s films, including 
the famous French short, The Red Bal- 
loon, as well as examples from Czech- 
oslovakia, Russia, Kenya, Nigeria, Nor- 
way and Poland.

tor throbs with kaleidoscopic imagery: in- 
finite askew reflections recalling Josef Al- 
bers’s homages to the square, iridescent 
oil slicks, hailstorms of crackling zips. In- 
terposing something between the camera 
and the monitor complicates things: your 
hand may become an x-ray or a rainbow- 
hued blur. Hook in a videosynthesizer and 
even more dazzling effects can be achiev- 
ed. Playing with feedback is enthralling: 
the incessantly changing images quickly 
become so hypnotic that it’s almost im- 
possible to tear yourself away. Such “‘in- 
stant art,” as Chiesa calls it, is hard to 
manipulate, for individual patterns can 
rarely be duplicated, and then only aftera 
great deal of practice. More often than 
not, the machine, not the artist, is creat- 
ing the ‘‘art.” Still, the phenomenon is an 
important addition to the video artist’s 
arsenal. 

The most crucial armament, however, 
is the “portapak” camera, introduced in 
1968. Customary television broadcast 
tape is two inches wide, requires a lot of 
light and a bulky camera, and is very 
costly ($260 for an hour’s worth). The trim 
portapak, however, uses half-inch tape 
that is inexpensive ($18 per hour), reus- 
able and needs little light. Essentially, 
the battery-powered portapak, which 
weighs only 25 lbs. and can be had for 
$2500 (a pittance compared to the $50,000 
tab for the new mini-camera CBS has de- 
veloped for its newsmen), frees the artist, 
who no longer must rely on a crew but can 
simply sling the recorder over a shoulder 
and carry the camera comfortably for 
hours. Video can thus become the expres- 
sion of an individual’s vision, and not just 
a collaborative compromise. Cheap tape 
encourages experimentation — trial-and- 
error, without which art is rarely pos- 
sible, isn’t feasible with conventional 
equipment, crews and techniques, the ex- 
penses of which dictate that ‘‘you create 
your program on paper,” in Chiesa’s 
words, not in the process. __ 

The New Television Workshop was set 
up a year ago with a $250,000 grant from 
the Rockefeller Foundation (whom Paik 
advises on video matters) to utilize the 
new technology and make it available to 
artists. One might suppose that the pri- 
vate networks would eagerly subsidize 
such ventures, with an eye to turning to 
their advantage whatever techniques and 
ideas might be developed, but this has not 
been the case. “They can afford to wait. 
TV bureaucracies resist innovation,” Chi- 
esa explains. ‘‘Where you find profit, you 
won't find innovation. That’s basic eco- 
nomics.’’ WGBH’s Fred Barzyk (who has 
been involved in ‘video art “since Day 
One, even before the technology came,” 
Chiesa says, and who first brought Paik to 
Boston and encouraged him to build the 
videosynthesizer), is more far-sighted 
than the pooh-bahs at CBS and else- 
where. ‘‘Ninety-eight percent has little 
immediate relevance to WGBH or com- 
mercial television,” he says of the Work- 
shop’s activities, ‘‘but we’re establishing a 
beachhead that keeps the station young, 
keeps their chins out.’’ He sees the Work- 
shop as restoring “the rugged individual- 
ism” of WGBH’s early days and is opti- 
mistic about its ‘‘longer-term payoff for 
the station” in people, programs and ex- 
pertise. 

Chiesa, the Workshop’s director and 
only full-time paid employee, soon learn- 
ed that $250,000 doesn’t go very far. A 
modest $25,000 was sunk into equip- 
ment; the rest was begged and borrowed 
— the lights, for instance, are on loan 
from a Springfield station. The Work- 
shop didn’t want to commit itself to a 
“high-tech” studio, Chiesa says, because 
the technology is changing so rapidly that 
a studio can become obsolete in a year. 
The personnel is also ‘‘catch as catch can” 
and all-volunteer: local students (some of 
whom receive course credit for their la- 
bors), WGBH moonlighters, aspiring vi- 
deo artists. ‘We were swamped with peo- 
ple who wanted to come here,” Chiesa 
says. ‘‘We suffer a lot technically with in- 
experienced people handling our equip- 
ment. We have a lot of breakdowns be- 
cause we have a ‘hands-on’ policy. But 
the system encourages an empathy. Ev- 
erybody must learn how to do every- 
thing.” 

Even before the Workshop was official- 
ly announced, it had received 100 propos- 
als. A seven-person committee screens all 
projects, choosing “those ideas that fur- 
ther the video medium.”’ Successful ap- 
plicants are commissioned — paid and 
given whatever equipment and _assis- 
tance they require — and retain all rights 
to their work except that of public broad- 
cast, which goes to WGBH. Thus an ar- 
tist can later market his tapes through a

(whose numbers are increasing as video 
playback machines become less expen- 
sive and more available). 

Of course, not every proposal has pan- 
ned out. In its initial statement of pur- 
pose, the Workshop warned: “We are 
talking about a creative process that is to- 
television what pure research is to sci- 
ence — and equally difficult to sustain 
unless grantors are willing to risk their 
support without foreknowledge of the par- 
ticular results.’ But the number (over 65) 
and diversity of projects are most impres- 
sive. The Workshop hasn’t opened its 


‘doors only to established video artists 


such as Peter Campus and Andy Mann, 
but to interested persons with no previ- 
ous experience in the field (whom the 
Workshop teaches to use the equipment), 
and to artists in other media — such as 
dance and theater — who want to en- 
hance their work with video. Thus the 
Workshop has sponsored everything from 
the development of a series on the history 
of American labor to ‘‘a three-part meta- 
physical exploration of the passing of im- 
ages, ideas and life itself’’; from a pilot for 
a comedy series to an abstract and extra- 
ordinarily complex piece set to music 
from Wagner’s Tristan and Isolde. 

Video art ranges from the entirely ab- 
stract, relying on images generated by the 
videosynthesizer, video feedback, etc., to 
the literally documentary. There is much 
room to maneuver in between the two 
poles, of course: Paik generally takes ac- 
tual images and plays electronic games 
with them. Andy Mann, a New York vi- 
deo artist specializing in “social land- 
scapes,”’ is at the documentary end of the 
spectrum. The Workshop brought him to 
Boston where, wandering about for two 
weeks, he made ‘Summer Snapshots.” 
The title is appropriate, for the piece is a 
series of video verite candids: crawling 
traffic in Harvard Square, sailing on the 
Charles, a squad car on patrol. The cam- 
era, hand-held at eye level, moves as 
Mann moves (or as he doesn’t, when stop- 
ped by a red light), violating the limits of 
normal vision only when it occasionally 
zooms in on an object, and sometimes 
Mann’s free arm enters the picture (to 
turn the car radio dial, for example). The 
result is a very human picture of Boston 
as we all see it and yet, because of Mann’s 
eye for the humorous, as only he has seen 
it. 

Ron Hays’s work, on the other hand, is 
not even remotely like anything you’ve 
seen before. With Workshop assistance 
(and grants from other sources), he used 
the videosynthesizer, computer video ani- 
mation, computer film animation and 
slit-scan animation to create the abstract 
short set to Wagner. It’s stunning. Mes- 
merized, one follows a whirling ghostly 
orb through tunnels of concentric circles, 
interlacing arboreal forms, pulsating Ror- 
schach patterns, gossamer grids, fields of 
Larry Poons dots. Sometimes the images 
seem to recede into the screen; at others 
they appear to gush toward the viewer. 
Often the symmetry suggests a kaleido- 
scope, but occasionally natural images are 
hinted at: a fiery nimbus seems a star, lu- 
minous ripples evoke a foam-tipped sea. 
Nine months in the making, the piece is 
so striking that it is being considered for 
theatrical release, and PBS will broad- 
cast it next season as part of a series bas- 
ed on Leonard Bernstein’s Norton Lec- 
tures. 

Video art can be classified not only 
along a realistic-to-abstract continuum 
but also according to the audience it 
seeks. Because it can be publicly broad- 
cast and/or sold to a collector, video may 
be anything from entertainment for ev- 
eryone to high art for the discriminating

few. (Here too, Paik occupies 
a middle ground, enjoying 
both broadcast and gallery suc- 
cess.) The means of dissemina- 
tion are crucial and will large- 
ly determine the directions vi- 
deo art will take. Those direc- 
tions are, for the moment, un- 
certain, because the video mar- 
ket is. If video discs and the ap- 
paratus necessary to play them 
become popular — as a recent 
New York Times Magazine fea- 
ture predicted but WGBH’s Fred 
Barzyk, for one, doubts — video 
as high art may well flourish, 
since a sufficiently large audi- 
ence would have the means to 
appreciate it and could buy vi- 
deo discs as they would records 
or prints. If, however, the inter- 
est in video playback machines 
turns out to be slight (like that in 
16mm movie projectors, for in- 
stance), video art will have to de- 
pend on public broadcast and 
will tend, of necessity, toward 
mass entertainment — unless 
cable television, a disappoint- 
ment thus far, takes an unex- 
pected turn. 

Video art sponsored by the 


Workshop runs the gamut from 
low to high art (these terms are 
descriptive, not judgmental). 
The former is exemplified by the 
comedy pilot assembled by Er- 
nie Foss, Arnie Riesman and To- 
ny Kahn. A half-hour of zany 
bits recalling Laugh-In and 
Monty Python, it doesn’t differ 
significantly from commercial 
television and may end up as a 
nationally released series. 

It is unlikely that Peter Cam- 


pus’s work will ever play in Peo-: 


ria. Chiesa says that “Peter is 
probably in the forefront of vi- 
deo at the moment” and “cap- 
tures the essence of the medi- 
um,” but his quiet “‘metaphy- 
sical” exercises will never dent 
the ratings. “Set of Coinci- 
dence” is a conceptual, some- 
what arid piece that plays, quite 
mirthlessly, with multiple im- 
ages of Campus himself, which 
are superimposed upon what 
might be an empty Callahan 
Tunnel as seen from the front 
seat of a car passing through it at 
three in the morning. It is hard 
to follow, for we are not used to 
watching. a television screen on 
which so little happens so si- 
lently. And this is a problem all 
video high artists face. 

For a quarter-century now, te- 
levision has trained viewers to 


watch it casually and passively. 
McLuhan’s “‘cool”” medium has 
made few demands and we ex- 
pect none. But Campus asks for 
active attention which, crea- 
tures of habit that we are, we be- 
grudge. Video high artists such 
as Campus will have to create, 
educate and earn an audience, 
and this will be all the more dif- 
ficult now that conventional te- 
levision has acquired a degree of 
intellectual respectability — for 
the Arts and Leisure section of 
the Sunday New York Times re- 
gularly to devote a full page to 
the medium as it now does would 
have been unthinkable five years 
ago. Ironically, video art is pre- 
senting alternatives to commer- 
cially televised fare at a time 
when opposition to that fare 
seems to have diminished. 
Another obstacle video artists 
will have to overcome is the size 
of the television itself. Most of 
the visual arts dominate one’s 
field of vision. In a dark theater 
there is nothing at which to look 
but that huge silver screen. 
Twentieth-century painting has 
tended toward larger and larger 
canvases so that nothing im- 
pinges on the all-engrossing ex- 
perience of each massive pic- 
ture. But the image on a televis- 
ion screen must compete with 


the vase of flowers to its side, 
with the poster on the wall, with 
all the distractions of home. And 
the image itself is miniature. 
Watching Ron Hays’s piece on a 
giant Advent screen is one thing; 
on a portable Motorola it may 
seem piddling. It is unlikely that 
“Set of Coincidence,” seen on a 
typical home set, could com- 
mand the concentration it de- 
mands. The video artist, then, 
must make Herculean efforts to 
engage and engross an audi- 
ence. 

One way to do this is through 
constant and rapid change, ne- 
ver giving the viewer time to be- 
come bored. Television has been 
moving in this direction ever 
since Laugh-In: Sesame Street, 
many commercials and the Bi- 
centennial mini-spots are prime 
examples. It is telling that of the 
10 top-rated shows on televis- 
ion, eight are only half-an-hour 
long. The networks are cutting 
back on movies — both thea- 
trical and made-for-television — 
and developing shorter pro- 
grams. Some video artists are of 
the same mind. Barzyk says that, 
“Paik feels time is a threat’”’ and 
that he tries to outrace it, shift- 
ing images as quickly as pos- 
sible. ‘‘Campus, on the other 
hand, just walks forever.” The 


- only television shows to which 


Campus’s languid pace is com- 
parable are soap operas — which 
many people watch, character- 
istically, out of the corners of 
their eyes while doing some- 
thing else (after all, the dialogue 
is what’s important). 

Time is a problem for video ar- 
tists because once they are free 
from the strictures of conven- 
tional television — half-hour un- 
its with breaks for ads — how 
long or short a piece should be 
becomes an open question. It’s 
significant, says Barzyk, that 
“video abstractionists, 98 per- 
cent of them, go to music for a 
time structure.”’ Even if the mu- 
sic is not heard on the final pro- 
duct, they tend to use it in the 
making. Chiesa says, ‘‘Video 
time is real time. But real time 
should not be confused with 
shaped, aesthetic time (Andy 
Warhol's early films notwith- 
standing). 

How video artists will solve 
matters such as these remains to 
be seen. Most of them are too in- 
volved in the immediacy of ex- 
perimentation and in the novel- 
ty of the medium to tackle the 
more conceptual issues. Critical 
theory, after all, is generally af- 
ter the fact. But the fact of vi- 
deo art is already upon us.

DIRTY HARRY. Don Siegel's masterful 
thriller was vastly underrated, at the time 
of its initial release, by everybody except 
the general public. Extraordinarily ef- 
fective and deft, with Clint Eastwood giv- 
ing one of his rare non-self-mocking per- 
formances, and Andy Robinson unforget- 
tably grotesque as the mass murderer who 
terrorizes San Francisco. Co-billed with 
its sequel, Magnum Force, which is a total 
waste of time. Suburbs. 

THE EIGER SANCTION. Clint East- 
wood's fourth directorial effort is his slow- 
est and most inept; everything seems to 
take much longer than it needs to, and as 
a thriller this has both plot and credi- 
bility (Eastwood plays an art professor 
who's an assassin on the side) problems. 
Jack Cassidy is extremely offensive (as a 
caricatured homosexual villain), as are 
the numerous female walk-ons who sali- 
vate at the sight of the leading man.

FUNNY LADY. Hollow but delicious:

LINDA LOVELACE FOR PRESI-

THE OTHER SIDE OF THE MOUN- 
TAIN. The story of skier Jill Kinmont, 
who was paralyzed from the shoulders 
down in an accident and subsequently 
became a schoolteacher. A simple but very 
touching picture, wonderfully acted, that 
may wind up appealing to a segment of 
Love Story audience, though this story is 
in some ways considerably grimmer. 
Directed by Larry Peerce, who has a fine 
feel for youthful exuberance (Kinmont 
was a teenager when she had her skiing 
accident). Beacon Hill. 

THE PASSENGER. How much one ap- 
preciates the latest from Antonioni is 
largely a function of one’s own exhaustion 
threshold. The more energy you put into 
watching it, the more effective it be- 
comes. Beautiful but self-defeating, visu- 
ally eloquent but verbally banal, it 
achieves a textural resonance as compell- 
ing as, though not to be confused with, in- 
tellectual depth.
